Encouraged by the Hopeful Outlook in the Iron Mar- 
~ ket Industries Are Placing Orders for New 
Machinery and Improving Plants. 


Birmingham, Ala, May 6.—(Special 

<wdrrespondence.)—The iron market in this 

district continues on the upward move- 
ment, and all the furnaces are running 
full time, and in anticipation of the in- 
Yreased demand the iron manufacturing 
companies are looking to the improve- 
ment of their plants. 

Machinery manufacturers have recently 
been bidding on some large orders for 
the furnaces in the district, and have re- 
cently placed two large blowing engines, 
one for the Alabama Consolidated Coal 
and Iron Company, for their Gadsden fur- 
naces, and one for the Tutwiler company 
for their Vandertilt furnace. 

The increased blowing power of the 
Gadsden furnaces of the Alabama Consol- 
Ildated Coal and Iron Gompany means 
that the old furnace will ultimately re- 
Sume operations, and add to the output 
Of iron for this company. The new fur- 
nace at Gadsden is said by experts to be 
the finest one in the south, and the iron 
Produced is of the best quality. 

Cleburne county’s gold fields show great 
activigy and it is believed the develop- 
ments there are in their infancy, and 
will ultimately become one of the most 
prosperous counties in the state. 

The Clear Creek Mining Company have 
confidence In the gold development of this 
pection, and have placed a contract with 
the Crocker-Wheeler company, of New 
York, for a 100-kilowat engine type elec- 
tric generator for direct connection to a 
‘new Bull & Wood engine to be used for 
general electric power purposes at their 
plant at Arbacoochee, in this county. The 
contract represents an outlay of $60,000. 
(This company has also placed a contract 
with the Pittsburg Dredging Company 
for a dredger for working the placer beds, 
and the work fs under way now. 

The Piedmont Mining Company, also of 
this county, has recently added much 

- geed improvements to its plant on Kemps 
creek and near Arbacoochee. They have 
just completed a ditch 6 miles in length 
for the purpose of carrying water to their 
pounds property at a cost of $10,000, and 
will work its placer beds by the hydraulic 


system. | 
Water Problem Is Puzzling.

rod mill of the Alabama Steel and Wire 
Company had to shut down temporarily, 
throwing out of employment two thou- 
sand skilled workman.

nished the water supply would prove to 


be sufficient, but on account of the dry,

A survey of the canal has been made 
and is said to be feasible and not very 
costly. When the plan was suggested 
by Mr. Vanhouse, it was at first rid!- 
culed, and ‘“‘Vanhouse’s canal” was 
thought to be an idle dream. It is now 
a live question and the solution of it is 
one of the questions which Birmingham 
and the district will have to solve in 
the near future. 


Bessemer Ig Short of Water. 

The progressive city of Bessemer ’s 
also short on water supply, and is now 
agitating the question of having their 
own water works, but the supply of 
water is owned by an individual, and 
Bessemer will have to depend on wells 
if it is found practical. 

Bessemer moves on, however, and ig 
now agitating the building ot a new 
electric line from Bessemer to Blue creek, 
a distance of 30 miles, which will open 
up a fine section of country and bring 
trade to,Bessemer which rightly belongs 
to her.” It will give quick transportation 
to all the mines along the route, and 
will have fifty thousand patrons on the 
line, which will make it a paying road 
The surveys have 
been made, and estimates furnished, and 
it is saiq the stock has all been taken.

THIS COLONY RULES 


| LABOR AND CAPITAL 


Secretary Tregear Tells How New Zealand Handles 
Industrial Question—Forty-Eight Hour Week and 


Drunkenness 


and Football.

Washington, D. C., May 7.—I give you 
today an interview which I have just re- 
ceived from ‘the leading authority on 
capital.and labor of what many consider 
the most advanced labor country of the 
world. It comes from the other side of 
the globe, away down below the equator, 
from the colony of New Zealand. It is 
written by the Honorable Edward Tre- 
gear, who for the past fifteerr years has 
been secretary of labor for that colony, 
and who has always been one of the 
prime movers in New Zealand’s -experi- 
ments on.the labor problem. The in- 
terview is in response to question which 
I sent Mr. Tregear several months ago, 
and it gives the situation as regards 
labor and capital in that country in 
1904, 

New Zeland’s Secretary for Labor. 

It is now four years gince I met Secre- 
tary Tregear in his office at the labor de- 
partment in Wellington, New Zealand. 
He dis a bright eyed, scholarly looking 
man of perhaps 45 years of age. He is 
thoroughly posted on the labor situation 
and especially on all things connected 
with labor in Australia and New Zea- 
land. During our chat he told me what 
the government was then doing to rec- 
oncile the troubles of labor and capital; 
how it had established the weekly half- 
holiday; had practically fixed the forty- 
eight hour week, and how it was to 
some extent regulating trusts and tye ac- 
cumulation of large fortunes. He said 
that the workingmen of the country had 
become the preponderating influence in 
political life, and their success had been 
won, not through violence, but by rea- 
soning out the.matter on the stump, and 
thereby getting the balance of power in 
parlament. Tregear then thought 
that New Zealand's efforts toward equal- 
izing the rights of man would be -imitat- 
ed by other countries. He said the col- 
ony was steadily advancing, and that he 
hoped great things for the future, That 
was in the year 1900. Here is what he 
says of the situation today. The ques- 
tions interspersed through the interview 
are mine: 

Industrial New Zealand in 1904. 

“Department, of Labor, Wellington, 
N. Z., March 15, 1904.—My Dear Mr. 
Carpenter: It is not easy to condense in 
a single article answers to the large so- 
cial and economic questions you send me, 
but I will do my best, You ask whether 
organized labor has been for the good 
of this colony? I believe that the organi- 
zation of labor in New Zealand has been 
productive of much good both to em- 
ployer and employed. It has allowed in- 
dustrial affairs to be looked at from a 
calm, collective standpoint. The em- 
ployers have met the organizations of 
their men by forming similar unions and 
associations among themselves, so that 
in regard fo the condition of wages, 
hours, etc., in a trade the personality 
of the individual counts little and his en- 
ergies have to be turned to his own 
more perfect work and the improvement 
of methods and materials rather than to 
the grosser sorts of trade competition. 

‘“‘The ‘sweater’ has been eliminated, and 
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HON. EDWARD TREGEAR, 
Secretary for Labor, Wellington, 
New Zealand, 
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honest employer, who wishes to 
pay fair wages, is encouraged by the 
absence of the commercial pirate, More- 
over, employers are not at the mercy of 
their men in critica] times. 

“On the part of the workers themselves 
organization has helped enormously to 
better their condition. The trade uniong 
have been mostly superseded by indus- 
trial unions, registered under the arbi- 
tration act, and such uniens can do noth- 
ing directly to raise the wages of their 
members. They have, however, great po- 
litical and social influence.” 3 

The People Run New Zealand. 

“T have understood that the trade 
uflions run the country?” 

“The unions do not ‘run the country’ as 
their enemies assert. There are only 
23,000 unionists workers in New Zea- 
land out of a population of 840,000 per- 
sons having adult sufferage of both sexes, 
so their vote could not run the country. 
Their influence, however, from their 
solidarity and intelligence is very great 
and no politician can disregard it, there- 
fore they can bring pressure on legisla- 
tion. 

“Economically the unions advantage 
labor indirectly, but very  weightily, 
through industrial conciliation boards 
and arbitration court. Unions induce 
a feeling of comradeship; .they have 
helped to advance wages, shorten hours, 
gain paid holidays and half-holidays, 
and limited the number of boy workers. 

“The third party, the public, generally 
unconsidered in such matters, no longer 
has to bear the danger, annoyance and 
loss through disturbance of trade and of 
society caused by employer and employee 
fighting out their quarrels and pretending 
to decide questions of right and wrong by 
methods of brute force—for the cheque 
book can be as brutal a weapon as the 
club.” 

Wages Steady and Advancing. 

‘“‘How about wages?” 

‘Wages in the colony rise and fall but 
little; they have been steadily advanc- 
ing of late years. They differ according 
to climate conditions in different parts 
of the colony, but they average fairly 
as follows: Ordinary laborers, $2 a day; 
farm laborers $5 to $6.50 a week and 
found; carpenters $2.50 a day; plumbers 
$2.50; bricklayers, $3 to $4; painters, 
$2.25; bootmakers, $10.50 to $15 per 
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week (but most on piece work); order 
tailors, $2.50 a dagx; plasterers, $3; sta- 
tion hands (cow boys), $3 to $6a week 
and found; shepherds, $375 to $425 a 
year and found, ~ 

Women as a Labor Factor. 

‘Give me some idea of your women un- 
ionists.’’ 

“Our women take but little share in 
organized labor. With the exception of 
the Dunedin talloresses, who number 
about 500, there are no influential or ac- 
tive women’s unions. ‘This arises partly 
because the inspectors of the factories 
and shops look with unremitting vigilance 
after the wages, overtime pay, holidays, 
etc., of the women and girls, so that there 
is no pressure necessitating unionism. 
Moreover, probably the want of cohesion 
in the sex when engaged in the industrial 
work of this country has effect here as 
elsewhere. There are no women mem- 
bers of men’s unions. We have ‘woman 
suffrage,’ and our feminine electors exert 
steady political influence in certain di- 
rections—such as temperance—but their 
industrial position does not seem.to need 
interference.”’ 

The Eight-Hour Day. 

“Does eight hours increase drunken- 
ness?’’ 

“It would certainly be a slander on our 
working classes if any One accused them 
of drunkenness. There is more drunken- 
ness in Glasgow or in Moscow in a night 
than in New Zealand in.a year. To say 
that an eight-hour day leads to drunken- 
ness and loafing is rubbish. The over- 
tired man who has worked too long is 
he who craves a stimulant, 

“After eight hours’ of active and often 
strenuous labor leisure is not loafing, and 
the aécusation sometimes comes with a 
very bad grace from péople who are 
either idlers themselves or engaged in 
predatory industry. 

“The vices of the colonist are not drunk- 
enness, but gambling 4nd devotion to low 
ideals, the worship of thefrace horse and 
of the football. 

“It .is not probable that any shorter 
working day than that of eight hours wil] 
obtain for several years, but I hope that 
&s machinery takes the place of sinew, 
and when the machine is owned by the 
man who works it, ‘plain living and high 
thinking’ may help to a very few hours 
a day having to be necessarily worked by 
any one. Exertion of a loved and fan- 
cied jine of direction is, of course, under 
different conditions, and time so0 spent 
will never be measured.’’ 

Short Hours and €Td Age Pensions. 

“Does not the eight-hour day encourage 
extravagance?’ 

“As to extravagance, the shorter work- 
ing day has had if anything a beneficial 
effect in the direction of economy, if the 
savings banks statistics be accepted as 
a test. Personally, I hate hearing thrift 
preached to persons of low incomes. Be- 
low a certain wage line every penny 
saved is a sin against the worker’s fam- 
ily, depriving them of some necessity of 
life. It ig enough of thrift for such a 
one to be insured, or in a friendly socl- 
ety to guard against sickness or accident 
or death. The working father or mother 
who has brought up a family has, at the 
cost of a thousand self-denials and depri- 
vations, performed a most valuable duty 
to the state, and should be provided for 
in his or her old age by the state whose 
future has been thus nourished, even if 
it means heavy taxation of those who 
have had better opportunities of acquir- 
ing money or property by shirking the re- 
sponsibiliiies of fostering large families. 
In New Zealand, through our old age 
pensions, we partly meet our moral and 
national Habilities, but much more will 
yet have to be done by the English-speak- 
ing people if they wish to make their na- 
tions in the future anything more than 
mixtures of mongrel aliens. 


Employment Bureaus for Uncle Sam. 

“Concerning your question as to the em- 
ployment branch of the New Zealand la- 
bor department, and whether such an 
office would succeed in America, I con- 
Sider it has been a success here and see 
no reason why it should not be useful 
in the states. Since 18S! we have as- 
Sisted 32,382 men, and these had 70,770 
dependants, so that 103,152 persons have 
been benefited. This does not include the 
thousands who take advantage of our 
information offices all over the country— 
the figures given above are of those who 
Téceived actual] assistance in railway and 
steamer fares, etc., in order to ‘bring the 
work and the worker together.’ 

“Our clients receive no charity or mon- 
etary assistance; we only find hard work 
for them. The expenses of transit have 
to be refunded, and, contrary to the be- 
lief of the pessimist, they are refunded, 
in the large majority of cases. No bet- 
ter test of the value of the work so done 
can be given than by the way the opera- 
tives anda taboring classes stand by us; 
it igs a dangerous experiment in New 
Zealand to abuse its labor department in 
public.” 

Chances for Young Men, 

“What does your government offer to 
immigrants, and what are the chances 
for young men to make fortunes in New 
Zealand?” 

“The government offers no special in- 
ducements to immigrants, and it has not

How Government Ownership Works. 

“Does it pay you: to have the gov- 
ernment run the railroads?’’ 

“New Zealand through taking over the 
railroads, telegraph lines, etc., as na- 
tional property has won great advan- 
tages.

Special berefits 
are granted to agriculturalists and those 
‘far back;’ lime for manuring purposes, 
boxes for fruit, etc., are carried free, 
while the freight for fruit Is almost nom- 
inal. 

“Railways and telegraphs working to- 
gether save m&ch* expense In officials, 
correspondence, etc. The disadvantage of 
having telegraph lines -in private hands 
was shown in England during the Boer 
war, when the confidential telegrams to 
the crown ministers leaked out to finan- 
ciers before the messages were delivered. 
Here the public fs not hustled and hec- 
tored by their own officers as they are 
by servants of companies, nor are the 
lives of the officials and laborers reck- 
lessly sacrificed to make fat dividends. 


Coal Mines Run by the Government. 

“The government is opening up coal 
mines. The mines now being privately 
worked will probably not\be interfered 
with for a long time, but by having na- 
tional mines the formation of rings and 
monopolies can be prevented through the 
market being regulated by coal, sold at 


cost price if it is thought fit. 


“The government life insurance depart- 
ment, the public trust office, which ad- 
ministers the estates of deceased per- 
sons: the advances to settlers depart- 
ment, enabling struggling farmers to pay 
off old and costly mortgages through 
cheap government loans; the land for 
settlement department, breaking up big 
estates by resumption and cutting them 
up into small farms—all these depart- 
ments are doing beneficial and profita- 
ble work. 

“The agricultural department by grad- 
ing butter, cheese And flax, by distribut- 
ing superior seeds, eggs, etc., and by 


) Sentng insect pests, is of great use to 
the community.”’ 
New Zealand v. the United States. 

‘Would your labor laws do equally well 
in so large a country as ours?’ 

“It is true that New Zealand jis a tiny 
land compared with the United States 
and our legislation is often referred to as 
experimental. There are, however, cer- 
tain natural and personal laws as impera- 
tive in one place, however large, as in an- 
other, however small. Stones do not fall 
upwards in America more than tin New 
Zealand, nor can a workman on a strike 
keep his family on air in one locality 
more than in another. The New Zea- 
lander removes his industrial disputes 
from the vicinity of the labor boss, the 
armed picket and the state militia to the 
calm rational atmosphere of a court, 
which examines his claim, sees if the em- 
ployer is getting unfair profits out of his 
men, and gives the workman for @ fixed 
time a minimum wage for his work, 
while he can earn as much more as his 
employer likes to give him. The man 
need not work, nor his employer pay the 
minimum wage or any wage, but if he 
works at all at that trade he must not 
be ‘sweated’ nor may he undercut his 
mates in wages.’’ 

The Arbitration Act of Uncle Sam. 

“Could the labor arbitration act be ap- 
plied to the United States?” 

“T cannot see why such industria] arbi- 
tration, proved to be of value in New 
Zealand, and adopted by the neighboring 
colonies which watched it working, 
should be deleterious to the United States. 
It is true that.if it were adopted the 
presidents of your labor federations and 
other union bosses would shrink in power 
consumedly, and so would the trust mag- 
mates and ‘bulldozers’ of capital; but the 
gain to capital, labor and the publics 
through having reasonable decisions by 4 
judge in industria] matters Instead of the 
arbitrament of the hully would be enor- 
mous. , 

How It Works in New Zealand. 

“Our arbitration act here has. steadied 
business leveled up wages, pretected the 
families of the worker, advanced the 
spending power of the masses (and there- 
with profits to eniployers), mitigated the 
bitterness of class feeling formerly nour- 
ished in strike and lockout, and helped to 
neutralize uncertainty of employment. Ex- 
ports, manufacturers, distribution, settle- 
ment, all have sourlshed through or 
alongside this law’s excellent existence. 

“If this is my opinion, Tt am not alone, 
New South Wales followed us In adopting 
the regulation of industry called In Amer- 
ica ‘compulsory arbitration.’ Its acting 
premier, speaking only last week at @ 
public banquet, gave figures te show the 
growth of exports and manufacturers, 
adding, ironically; I onty qwote the fig- 
ures to show hew. socialistic legislation is 


‘driving capital out of the country.’ He 


further stated thet the growth of manu- 
facturing interests during the next two 
years will be without parallel fn the his- 
tory of New South Wales. 

“Progressive legislation of a similar 
character to that of New Zealand may be 
hurtful if introduced into America, but if 
it should be tried fairly I believe it 
would mock the doleful prophecies of its 
present enemies as fully as it has shamed 
its former eppenents in this colony. And 
they were not easity shamed.

7. LOUIS, May 7—(Special.)—Groups 
S of people belonging to three races 
never, before seen in civilized coun- 
tries are attracting much attention at the 
world's fair. 

These are the hairy Ainus of Ja- 
pan, the giant Indians of Padagonia and 
the head-hunting IJgorrotes of the Philip- 
pine islands. . Coming from a remote 
bart of the world, each of these groups 
of queer people represents a tribe or race 
that has engaged the serious study of 
ethhologists. Much has been written 
about them, but until this year the peo- 
ples of civilized countries have had no 


opportunity to see for themselves these

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teresting races at the exposition, but on 
account of their marked dissimilarity to 
the ordinary human being these three 
groups fall into a ‘classifidation which 
may be marked ‘unique.’

tion, and are utterly without ambition. 

Profeesor FreJerick Starr, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who went to Yezzo 
and secured the Ainu people for the eth- 
nological exhibit, ts of opinion that the 
Ainu is a Caucasian. Other anthropo- 
logists hold that he is a Mongolian. The 
skin of the Ainu is of a dirty brown 
hue, covered almost entirely by coarse 
‘lack hair, which grows profusely. Hair- 
iness is the most conspicuous cnaracteris- 
tic of the race. The whiskers and mus- 
taches of the men grow as long as the 
hair an their heads, which is a heavy 
shock, reaching down to their shoulders. 
Nature did not give the Women a mus- 
tache, but by a method of painful tattoo- 
ing they have supplied this deficiency in a 
measure. The statement that the Ainus 
are utterly without ambition does not ap- 
ply to the women, who, like all women, 
are ambitious to be beautiful. Their jdea 
of womaniy beauty ts to have a lip tat- 
too. This renders them hideous to other 
races, but doubtless the lords and masters 
of their own tribe regard it as a point 
of beauty. . 

Like all people Jow down in the scale 
of civilization, not to speak of some 
who are higher yp, the Ainus are in- 
veterate @emokers. All members of the 
family smoke. The Aipu' housewife 
smokes cigarettes through a long holder, 
and since coming to St. Louis one of the 
little girls of the Ainu tribes has become 
acquainted with the cob pipé, otherwise 
the Missouri meerschaum, and delights 
in smoking it. The men smoke any- 
thing they can get, and are fot particular 
as to the quality. These people prefer 
to do their own cooking, which is done 
in a primitive way. They eat rice and 
fish and drink a peculiar kind of tea. 
Living in huts of their own construction 
during the fair, they conform to their 
native habits and customs, which present 
an interesting phase of human life that 
lags behind in the great race for survival 
and superiority. 


The Patagonians. 

The Patagonians are almost as inter- 
esting as the Alnus. They are known as 
giants, on account of their great stature. 
The average is more than 6 feet. Women 
as well as men are stalwart and big- 
boned. These aborigines from the tip 
end of South America live close to 
nature. At the world’s fair they insist 
upon having the diet to which they are 
accustomed at home, chief of which is 
horse meat. The giants turned up their 
noses at good American beek steaf when 
they first arr.ved, but later they agreed 
to eat beef for a time if they were per- 
mitted to prepare it. This permission 
being granted, as a matter of course, 
the big Indiang built a small fire of brush 
wood in the shelter of the “ell” walls 
outside the Indian school building, and 
gathered around the: blage, each man 
squatting on the ground. Rigginz up a 
triangular arrangement of. sticks, they 
hung a huge piece of beef where the 
heat from the fire slowly roasted the 
meat. When the beef was hardly haif 
cooked the Patagonians began tearing off 
Strips of it, which they ate ravenously. 
Tea which they brewed from a kind of 
grass brought from their native plains 
was sucked through a small .reed or 
pipe from a tin cup. ‘The meal over; the 
Indians gave deep guttural grunts of 
Satisfaction. Then they sat around their 
camp fire and talked contentedly, smok- 
ing strong black pipes, 

When the tents or 
guanaco hides from their native fasrt- 
nesses were set upon the ethnological 
reservation, the Patagonians moved into 
their world’s fair homes with expressions 
of great delight. They had been cooped 
up in the Indian school building several] 
nights, and welcomed the return to their 
natural places of abode. Now you can 
find them every day roasting their beef 
or horse flesh, brewing their tea, smok- 
ing their pipes and talking about home,

Known as a King. 

One of the Patagonians is known here 
as a king, though perhaps he is merely 
a chief in his own country. He is an 
Old fellow, perhaps an octogenarian, but 
as straight as the younger chiefs who 
are with him. The king’s name—well, 
thus far nobody has been able to under- 
stand what it is. When he first ar- 
rived he said his name was something 
that sounded like Gr-r-room, with the 
accent on the oom. The difficulty of 
making anything tangible out of the 
King’s name may be indicated by one 
newspaper correspondent’s description of 
his voice, “It sounds,’’ wrote this au- 
thority, “like a trolley car with a flat 
wheel.’”’ 

The Patagonians and the Ainus are 
distinguished from the Igorottes in that 
they wear quite an array of clothing. 
The Ainus make their garments from the 
fiber of a kind of elm tree, which pro- 
duces from their rude looms a cloth cf 
a faded brown appearance. Embrolid- 
ered deftly by the women, the men's 
clothing is more ornamental than that 
of their wives. It is the pride of an 
Ainu wife to embellish her husband's 
garments with embroidery. The wife 
considered a vastly inferior person. When 
meeting @ man om the road she must 
turn out of the way and bow humbly. 

The Patagonian woman occupies a 
higher piace tn the estimation of her 
lord. As a matter of fact, the women 
of thiS race are said to be the equals of 
the men in matters of the chase and 
general domestic economy. Both sexes 
work together in fashioning the gar- 
ments for the family. The chiet material 
is the hide of the guanaco. Made into 
great robes with the wool turned inside, 
these garments are warm and not un- 
graceful, "though as to their cleanliness 
after long usage not so much may be 
said, 


The Savage Igorrotes. 
Igorrotes undoubtedly are the most 
Savage of these three groups. Several 
tribes of Igorrotes are included in the 
gathering at St! Louis. All are. sup- 
posed to be head hunters—that is, sav- 
ages who possess an unquenchable pro- 
pensity toward going out after their 
enemies and bringing home the severed 
heads of those whom they succeed in 
slaying. The Igorrotes disdain to wear 
clothing. They have use only for a 
strip of garment that covers the loins 
and a small cap stuck on the back of 

the head and used as a pocket. 
All the people of these three groups are

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TO BE RUSHED 


Several Thousand Laborers Will 
Be Worked, 


Eight Hundred .Jamaica Negroes 
Now at Work on Canal Will 
Be Retained Even if the 
Work Is Done by 
Contract. 


Washington, May 7.—President Roose- 
velt had an extended conference today 
with Admiral Walker, chairman of the 
isthmian canal commission, concerning 
matters connected with the canal work. 
They discussed particularly the 1egula- 
tions which are to be issued by the pres- 
ident governing the canal zone and oper- 
ations of the commission. Absolutely 
definite decision regarding the scupe of 
the regulations has not been reached 
yet, but probably will be in a few 
days. : 

Admiral Walker said on leaving the 
white houge that at present the labor 
supply on the isthmus: was ample for 
the purpose of the commission. Just 
now between 700 and 800 men, princi- 
pally Jamaica negroes, are employed on 
the gdanal. On the transfer of the 
property to the United Stat@s, Admiral 
Walker telegraphed authority to con- 
tinue the work without interruption, 

Thus far it has not been decided by 
the commission whether the work of 
construction shall be done by contract 
or directly by the commission. In either 
event, the laborers now On the isthmus 
probably will be given employment, It 
is expected that when the construction 
work is in full swing, several thousand 
men will be employed. The day labor- 
ers on the isthmus receive in wages 
about $0 cents a day, United States cur- 
rency. They are generally good labor- 
ers. 

Major William M. Black, of the corps 
of engineers, United States army, who 
returned recently from the isthmus after 
more than a year spent there investigat- 
ing conditions, had a talk with the 
president today. He will return to Pan- 
ama, leaving next Tuesday with Gen- 
eral Davis, of the isthmian cOmmission. 
Hie expressed the belief that the gani- 
tary problem confronting the commission 
was not a serious one. Few mosqui- 
toes, which carry the germs of yellow 
fever and maitaria, are found inthe in- 
terior. of the country, even in the swampy 
districts. At Panama and Colon, how- 
ever, there are millions of mosquitoes, 
the breeding of the pests being due to 
the curelessnegs of the inhabitants. 

Major Black is of the opinion that this 
Condition may be corrected easily by 
the enforcement: of :proper: sanitary reg- 
ulations.

The Igorrote’s little cap, as stat- 
ed, is not intended to perform the fiinc- 
tions of a hat. but is solely for carry- 
ing the owner's pipe, tobacco, and other 
necessaries of life. If-the lgorrote wore 
clothes like the others he would have 
no head adornment at all. The Ainus and 
the Patagonians wear the cloth band 
around their heads not for shelter, . but 
to keep their long hair from blowing 
about In the wind. 

The Filipino savages live in huts of 
bamboo and nipa, some of which are built 
on the ground. others in the branches of 
trees and still others on stilts in the wa- 
ter. Their food is rice and—dog. Since 
their arrival at St. Louis they have been 
vociferous in their demands for dog 
meat, which situation has created quite 
a stir in humane society circles. 

The Igorrotes occupy a village to them- 
selves, quite qa distance from the Ainu 
and Patagonian settlements. For this dis- 
tance the Patagonian squaw is devoutly 
thankful. She brought with her a small 
yellow dog, which is held sacred because 
once upon a time it saved the life of her 
little girl, who also is a member of the 
colony. So fearful is the woman lest the 
Izgurrotes capture her dog for feasting 
purposes that she keeps it constantly 
hugged to her breast; with only its head 
sticking out from between the folds of 
her robe. gre

Japanese Believe They Will Soon 
Wrest Gibraltar of East 
From Russia 


_—_—— 


London, May 7.—Quiet confidence con- 
tinues to prevail here that the Japanese 
fn their own good time will carry out all 
their carefully arranged plan of campaign 
on the Jiao-Tung peninsula, which is 
mow generally regarded as being procti- 
Cally in Japanese hands. 

‘In diplomatic quarters no events are 
expected, either in the shape of a Chinese 
breach of neutrality or of the mediation 
of some power which would interfere with 
the normal course of the war. Foreign 
Secretary Lansdowne has issued infor- 
mation which leads him to believe that 
there is no danger of them failing to 
maintain strict neutrality. The Chinese 
minister called at the foreign office this 
week and so assured Lord Lansdowne. 

Any attempt at mediation according to 
the general opinion of official and diplo- 
matic circles must, for the present at any 


rate, be postponed.

RUSSIAN SOLDIERS EXPECT 

TO REACH JAPAN SOON 
May 6.—Still no foreign news- 
paper correspondents are allowed. at 
Idao-Yang, where all the foreign at- 
taches are detained.

SALE OF PUBLIC OFFICES 
AGAIN PROSPERS IN KOREA 

SEOUL, May 5.—(Delayed in transmis- 
sion.)}—Yi Yungtaé, the new minister of 
the home department, has reopened the 
sale of public offices which had been 
discontinued for some time through fear 
of Japanese intervention. 

Regaining confidence from the fact that 
no drastic reforms have followed the sign- 
ing of the protocol during the Marquis 
Ito’s recent diplomatic visit to the em- 
peror, the palace harpies have _recom- 
menced their malpractices. 

The Japanese authorities are not Iike- 
ly to interfere at present, desiring to 
completely concillate all parties, while 
still suspicious of the emperor's position, 
or possibly they are allowing things to 
run from bad to worse, until it. is im- 
perative to intervene with a heavy hand.

Tokio, May 7.—Viae Admiral Togo re- 
ports that the entrance to Port Arthur 
is blocked completely to all vessels ex- 
cept small boats. He adds that the Jap- 
anese have not lost a single war vessel, 
although the attack resulted in consid- 
erable loss of lifie.

DELEGATES ROSE TRADE IN GIRLS 


FOR M’KINLEY| 


Methodists Pay Notable Trib- 
ute to Memory of 
~ Martyr. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 7.~The Metho- 
dist general conference today paid elo- 
quent tributes to the memory of. William 
McKinley. A resolution of admiration 
for McKinley presented by Rev. J. W. 
E. Brown, colored, of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
candidate for bishop, struck a responsive 
chord, and the conference adopted it by 
a standing vote and referred it to the 
committee of episcopacy with instructions 
to prepare a memorial giving expressions 
of honor and respect to the assassinated 
president. The resolution dwells on the 
loyalty of President McKinley to the 
Methodist church, his cherished memory 
as a citizen, and his great service to his 
country as a patriot and statesman. 

“William McKinley set a standard. of 
home devotion which never has been ex- 
celled,” says the resolution, and this sen- 
timent was received with applause by 
the delegates, 

The session of the general conference 
was presided over today by Bishep Wil- 
lard Mallalieu. A large number of res- 
Olutions from the various annual con- 
ferences were received, discussed and re- 
ferred to proper committees. A _ resolu- 
tion to-the effect that the episcopacy com- 
mittee, which will consider the question 
of retiring, increasing, or diminishing the 
humber of bishops to be elected, be in- 
structed to hold open session, was tabled, 
as was also a resolution which forbid 
church publications from printing all ad- 
vertisements relating to the sale of indi- 
vidual communion cups. 

Dr, J. R. Cook offered a resolution to 
appoint @ special committee of seven to 
revise the rubrics of the ritual on the 
administration of the sacrament. Dr. 
Cook said that the language of this im- 
portant paragraph in the church discip- 
line Was not clear, and he wanted to 
know “how much more proxy worship is 
to be introduced in the church?’ The 
resolution was referred to the committee 
on revivals. .The conference adjourned 
at noon, to meet Monday morning. 

All the Protestant churches in Los An- 
geles and adjacent towns will be oc- 
cupied tomorrow by delegates to the 
general conference. There will be mass 
meetings at the conference tomorrow 
afternoon and evening,

After working for three years, trying 
to secure sufficient evidence to convict 
him of robbing the mails, Postofffee_In- 
spectors L. Jones, W. A. Conant and M, 
W. McCrea, of the Chattarfvoga, Tenn., 
division, arrested Fyed H. Hill, a=megro 
mail clerk, who runs between Atlanta and 
Montgomery, Ala., on a charge of stealing 
a decoy letter containing $100. 

The arrest was made at 9:30 o’clock last 
night, and after questioning Hill for @ 
short time the inspectors turned him 
over to City Detectives Ozburn and Steint, 
who sent him to police headquarters on @ 


charge of suspicion. 

It is claimed by the inspectors that 
Hill hag been robbing the mails for the 
past three years, and they have set 
al) kinds of traps to catch him, but were 
not successful until last night. The post- 
master at Fort Gaines, Ga., sent a regis- 
tered letter addressed to the postmaster 
at Atlanta. This letter contained $100 
in $20 bills. When Hill reached At- 
lanta last night the letter was missing, 
and he was taken into custody as soon 
ag he walked into the postoffice. When 
searched $100 was found on him. A de- 
scription of the money had been tele- 
graphed by the postmaster at Fort Gaines 
and it tallied exactly with the bills taken 
from Hill. 

Worked for Three Years. 

When seen last night Inspector Jones 
said that different inspectors had been 
trying to catch Hill for the past three 
years. claimed he would take a 
registeyed letter and destroy the receipt 
card Or mark it as never having been 
received from the postmaster. Another 
method Hill is sar? to have used was to 
hand a bunch of registered letters to his 


,jconnecting clerk and take a receipt for 


them. The clerk to whom the letters 
were delivered, being busy, did not take 
the time to examine the numbers on the 
Metters, but merely counted them to ascer- 
tain whether or not the number of letters 
received corresponded with the number he 
was to Pieigt for and then signed the 
book. One of the origina) letters had 
been taken in the meantime and another 
substituted that was not on the receipt 
book. 

Hill has been in the mail service for the 
past thirteen years and is well known. He 
resides at 54 Summit avenue and is rec- 
ognized as a leader among the negroes in 
Atlanta. When seen in a cell at police 
barracks last night, Hill denied stealing 
from the government. He admitted hav- 
ing had $100 in his possession when ar- 
rested, but claims the monéy was his and 
that he did not take it from the govern- 
ment, 

The prisoner will be given a hearing 
before United States Commissioner Col- 
quitt tomorrow morning.

TO OBTAIN VOTE 
MAY AMEND LAW 


Fducators Find Serious De- 
fect in Local Tax 
Statute. 


Dublin, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—It has 
been discovered by the educators of Geor- 
gia that no provision was made by the 
last legislature to obtain a vote in any 
community on the loca] taxation question 
for school purposes, even if the proposed 
amendment to the constitution is ratified 
by a vote of the people at the October 
election. In order to remedy this defect, 
the county school commissioners, at the 
meeting in Dublin, passed unanimously 
the following resolution, which was in- 
troduced by County School Commissioner 
M. L. Duggan, of Hancock county, the 
secretary of the association: 

“Whereas, after the constitutional 
amendment referring to loca] taxation is 
ratified by the people at the genera] elec- 
tions, it appears that it will still be nec- 
essary for further legislation by a future 
legislature providing for the manner of 
calling for the loca} taxation elections, 
etc., thus postponing the earliest possible 
time at which any local taxation election 
can be held for at least a year and a 
half or two years; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the present legislature 
be petitioned so to amend the pending 
constitutional amendment at its July 
session in advance of its submission to 
the people for ratification that 


and without the necessity of awaiting fur- 
ther legislation subsequent to said rati- 
fication.”’

FOREIGN THIEVES REAPING 
RICH HARVEST IN LONDON 


The news that the government has re- 
solved to deal with the alien immigra- 
tion problem in a practical mannér has 


spread dismay in every foreign colony 
in London, says Caesell’s Saturday Jour- 
nal. From the thieves a cry of econ- 
sternation has gone forth. Their voca- 
tions are threatened. There are few 
grievances which affect more vitally the 
welfare of the inhabitants of the metrop- 
olis than this one. Not only does Lon- 
don teem with foreign poor: it {gs in- 
fested with foreign thieves who gerpe- 
trate every sort of misdeed that is in- 
cluded in the vast encyclopaedia of vil- 
lany. It is no exaggeration to state that 
in the capital of the Briti8h empire there 
are at the pr@went moment fiiterally 
thousands upon thousands of scoundrels 
who hail from foreign climes. Continen- 
tal blackguards of all descriptions pour 
into London in a never-ceasing stream. 
London is their Mecca—the only spot 
where they can feel comparatively rest. 
ful, for a space at least. 

It has been the duty of the writer to 
study some of these malefactors, and th 
discussing the subject it fs highly impor- 
tant that one point in particular should 
be rendered perfectly clear. Whereas, 
the majority of foreign  né’er-do-wellg 
come to London in a state of poverty, 
In a short time a stantial percentage 
of them succeed in acquiring sufficieng 
means to enable them to [ffve comfert- 
ably and to dress in first-class style. 
They do no honest work whatever, and 
thrée out of four have been out-and-out 
ruffians since their youth. 

It will be asked how it is that these 
pests are not lodged in gaol? The an- 
swer is that for the most part they prey 
upon persons of their own natjonality, 
and that their victims go in such dread 
of them that it is seldom that they can 
be induced to prosecute. Numbers of 
them are fugitives from justice, and by 
rights should be doing penal servitude. 
Warrants are out against them, yet their 
wings are not clipped. The reason that 
they are at liberty is simple enough. 
The officers of the extradition depart- 
ment of New Scotland Yard are em- 
ployed continually in hunting them dowg, 
but notwithstanding the extraordinary 
energy and genius of the detectives a 
considerable body of them enjoy immu- 
nity from arrest. 

In all this there is nothing surprising, 
to those behind the scenes. On landing 
in Bngland these scamps alter their ap- 
pearance. A bearded gaol-bird shaves 
off his beard and moustache; a clean 
shaven one lets his beard and mous- 
tache grow. Thus, even when a detec- 
tive of the extradition department is 
equipped with a recent photograph of a 
“‘wanted’’ man, he has difficulty in iden- 
tifying the original. Not that the of- 
ficer is frequently responsible for a mis- 
take; on the contrary, if he meets a 
scoundrel whose portrait he has oncs 
seen, and for whose arrest he holds qa 
warrant, he penetrates the disguise and 
is down @m the rogue in an instant. 

Unfortunately, however, the detectives 
are not by any means always provided 
with photographs or even drawings of 
‘‘wanted’’ criminals. They are told off 
to arrest men from mere written descrip- 
tions which are often absurdly bald. 
These descriptions are supplied by the 
Continental authorities. Possessed of 
marvellous perspicuity, the police act up

}they rejoice in 


to expectations repeatedly, but it stands 
to reason that if they have only a paper 
account of a man’s physical peculiarities 
that man hag a fair chance of retaining 
his freedom. Wven the mos¢ skilful de- 
tectiveg in the world, as the extradition 
Officers unquestionably are, cannot per- 


ble to gO upon they are reduced to trac- 
ing the whereabouts of a man by seeking 
out his acquaintances, none of whom 
may exist in the metropolis. 

From the foregoing a tolerable idea 
will have been gathered as to why for- 
eign vagabonds thrive .as well as they 
do in the metropolis. Once arrived in 
London they experience a ‘sense of se- 
curity which is denied them almost 
everywhere on the Continent. It is 
true that they can never sure that 
the hawkeyed officers of the law are 
not on their track; on the other hand, 
the circumstance that 
lodging house keepers and hotel proprie- 
tors are not compelled to keep a regis- 
ter of their guests, as they are broad. 

On the Continent the police make 
a minute inspection dally of the lists of 
strangers in the various hotels and lodg- 
ing houses, a mode of procedure which 
enables them to effect, countless arrests. 
A professed criminal may give a false 
name and@ a false description of his oc- 
cupation, but if he does so and remains 
for any considerable length of time in 
the same abode he is bound to be dis- 
covered. If he does not move, he excites 
the curiosity of the police, who proceed 
to ascertain what he is doing and fer- 
ret out his history. 

If it were obligatory on the part of 
hotel and lodging house Keepers to keep 
regigaters of their patrons we should be 
burdened with far fewer foreign thieves 
than we are at present. As things are 
now it is possible for an alien criminal 
to stay in the center of London with but 
the smallest fear of arrest—that is if he 
pursues a certain line of policy. He can 
engage a room and never go out of 
doors. In the ordinary course the fact 
of his not appearing in the open would 
give rise to comment, but he can avoid 
thig by shamming infirmity. Then, when 
he has reason to believe that the police 
are no longer hot on his trail he can 
resume his depredations. He-will prob- 
ably be captured eventually—an extra- 
dition officer never permanently aban- 
dons a quest—but this is qa risk that he 


must run. 

Amongst the foreign brigade of crim- 
inals in London are to be discovered kid- 
nappers, blackmailers, long firm special- 
ists, pickpockets, embezzlers, buralars, 
forgers—every type of criminal. Fleeing 
these meén travel 
at once to London, where they settle 
down, not with any intention to reforgr, 
but with a firm resolve to live by mal- 
practices. 
of 18 make their way to this hospitable 
country. , 

That there are signs that the hospi- 
tality we dispensed in the past is likely 
to be curtailed jn the near future is 
the reason why there is so much gnash- 
ing of teeth in alien criminal circles. 
For while destitute foreigners of un- 
soiled character will be refused a land- 
ing, foreign thieves will .share a like 
fate, as the majority of them cross the 
channel with scarcely a penny -in their

MUST PAY TAXES 


Municipal Government Will Re- 
License for Baseball 


Percentage Tax Upon His Gross Re- 
ceipts, License for Refreshment 
Stand and Pay for Special 
Policemen Will Proba- 
bly Be Demanded. 


The Atlanta baséball team will proba- 


bly be made to pay tax to the municipal! 
government. Abner Powell, the .owner 
of the local franchise, will doubtless be 
before either the next session of coun- 
cil or an early meeting of the tax com- 
mittee, which is now engaged in writing 
the general tax ordinance which will be 
effective from July !, 1904, until July I, 
1905, and which will be submitted for 
adoption during the first council meeting 
of June. 

It is not known what kind of tax will 
be levied upon the baseball association, 
but several members of the general coun- 
cil favor putting the tax upon the per- 
centage basis. If that is done it appears 
probable that Mr. Powell will be required 
to pay 5 per cent of his gross receipts 
for playing baseball in the city of At- 
lanta, as that is the popular figure and 
several members of council have already 
announced that they will insist upon 5 
per cent In the event that the license tax 
is put upon the percentage basis. 

It is also probable that Manager Powell 
will be required to pay the wages of the 
four or five policemen who are sent to 
the baseball park every time the At- 
lanta club plays here. 

As is well known the baseball games 
are played in Piedmont park, which has 
been for a number of years incorporated 
for police purposes. This, according to the 
ruling of City Attorney James L. May- 
s0n, gives the municipality all the au- 
thority it needs to levy a tax upon any 
kind of business which requires police 
protection, and in the latter class are 
baseball games. 

Manager Powell has been operating 
without paying a license of any kind 
to the municipality and the city secures 
no revenue from what is declared to be 
a business which pays handsomely. The 
tax committee of the general council, 
Councilman Quillian chairman, is now 
moving in the matter and it is probable 
that a tax upon baseball games played for 
revenue will be inserted in the general 
tax ordinance of this year, even if the 
general council does not in ‘the mean- 
time take action. 

The city officials want Manager Powell 
to pay for three things. The first is the 
privilege of playing baseball inside the 
city limits, the second is the refresh- 
ment privilege at the baseball park, and 
the third is the hite of the special po- 
licemen who are engaged to preserve or- 
der at the games. | 

Members of council are very much 
concerned about the matter and there 
seems to be no doubt that action will 
be taken during the next session. 


RECORDS MADE 
IN TRACK MEET 


McLanahan of Yale Goes 
Twelve Feet in Pole 
Vault. 


New Haven, Conn., May 7.—Yale to- 
day won the annual spring track games 
with Princeton on Yale field, in a meet 
as successful in point of interest for the 
spectators and in point of records as any 
held here for many years. 

The star performance was the world’s 
pole vault record by McL&anahan), 1905, of 
Yale. who yaulted a clean ,!2 feet in 
exhibition. McLanahan has tried several 
times this year in meets to equal his 
practice performances. This year Princes 
ton had only one m&an, Moore, in the 
event. MclLanahan had repeatedly beat- 
en Moore and the three Yale men 
against him and was anxious to attempt 
to break the record, Trainer Murphy ac- 
quiesced and MecLanahan cleverly vault- 
ed 12 feet.

More Attractive Than Stocks. 

The tradjng in these notes, which are 
split up into small amounts ranging 
from a minimum of $1,000 in the case of 
Baltimore and Ohio to & minimum of 
$50,000 in the case of Rock Island, en- 
ables the general public to share With 
the bankers the profits of the flotations, 
without taking any speculative chances 
to speak of. Wven should business fall 
off and dividends look like sh emeoenge 
causing a drop of 5 to 10 points in 
stocks, there is small likelihood of the 
notes of the leading companies going to 
protest. It seems a certainty that stand- 
ard companies, at least, will pay them 
at par, with interest. Therefore, the 
ability to buy a note at, say 96, and 
turn it over a few days later at 97 or 
98 appeals to Wall street people as @& 
good thing in these days of dull steck 
markets. A man who was not one of 
the original syndicates that took them 
from the companies bought $800,000 or 
81,000,000 and within 4 week sold them 
at an advance of 2 per cent. Here was 
a profit of $10,000 to $20,000. It is a 
very sharp operator who can do as well 
pow in the stock market. The market 
has been so narrow that leading profes- 
sionals who handle them from 10,000 to 
£5,000 shares a day sometimes find them- 
selves out of pocket in their effort to 
dispose of what they bought. It Is 
easy enough to mark prices up, but 
when they try to take profits, stocks 
are apt to sink away faster than they 
went up. 

As the practice of trading in tem- 
porary notes may increase and, perhaps, 
extend to the curb market, it is worth 
mentioning some of them here.

IN LIFELESS STATE 


Many of Most Active Stocks Net Quoted 
Until Near Close. 


ONLY SMALL LOTS DEALT. IN 


\Prices Sank from Pure Inanimation 
and No Regard Was Paid to 
Any News—Bank State- 
ment Only of Nominal 
Effect, 


New York, May 7.—Today’s dealings re- 
vealed a condition of neglect in the stock 
market fully equal to that which pre- 
walled before the Northern Securities 
decision was handed down, and that 
had been unequaled for many years pre- 
viously. Many of the most prominent 
stocks in the list were not quoted at all 
until neat the close of the market and 
then were only dealt in single lots of 
100 shares. Prices safik from pure in- 
animation and no regard was paid te any 
news. _The bank statement itself was 
only of nominal effect, ag the large 
changes shown in the various items were 
pretty accurately foreseen. The depile- 
tion of $10,420,006 in *surplus reserve 
still leaves that item at $22,724,200, com- 
pared with $10,029,825 on this date last 
year and $3,461,000 two years ago. There 
is no threat of a construg@ion of money 
supply in this showing, but the state- 
ment shows a rather pronounced pro- 
ceSs of depletion of the plethoric con- 
dition of money, both by cash reduc- 
tion through the gold exports and by 
loan expansion. The lodgment of capital 
thug effected, as in the New York city 
bond issue this week, and the Japanése 
loan to come, gives some relief from the 
idleness of large amounts of capital, 
which hag shown signs of pressure for 
outlet in the railroad bond market.

However, the visible supply is only slight- 
ly under that of last year, and under 
the circumstances some interests were 
disposed to figure that there Is more cot- 
ton at hand than generally supposed, 
There was some little buying on the low- 
er prices, but generally the offerings 
were quite ample. On the close there was 
a rather mixed feeling in consequence 
of the disposition among some interests 
to figure’ that bears were tying to depress 
the market in order to facilitate the 
covering of short contracts. It was still 
figured that the bears , 
ing a great deal of July cotton in a quiet 


way. 

WHEAT—The wheat market showed 
some firmness today, but on the better 
levels there was considerable wheat for 
sale, and the bulls were consequently 
less disposed to push their advantages. 
The crop situation attracted the bulk of 
attention, and there was a wide differ- 
ence of opinion with regard to the status 
of the general crop. Some of the reports 
were extremely bullish, while others were 
bearish. The close proximity of the gov- 
ernment repert served to keep many in- 
terests rather quiet on the crop outlook. 
The gtatistics generally met expectations, 
though with the exception of a bullish 
primary movement, they were rather 
bearish. The world’s statistics for Mon- 
day are expected to be bearish. Cables 
were steady and the foreign business was 
light. The export trade was slow and 
cash interes@és had a few orders. which 
were rather under the line. The market, 
as the day wore on, suffered periods of 
quietness, The late market was rather 
nervous and feverish. 

CORN—The corn market was rather 
easy, due to reports of increased acreage. 
The cash demand was slow, and the 
strike on the lakes served to make the 
cash interests rather nervous and uncer- 
tain. The export demaid was light. Pri- 
mary movement was moderate and clear- 
ances small. | Sei 

OATS followed the other cereals In a 
way, although there was a rather bullish 
undertone in consequence of éhe country 
reports, which were rather bullish on the 
crop outlook. 

PROVISIONS—The trade was @hly mod- 
erate. There was some buying for the 
account of packers, but professional spec- 
ulative interests generally controlled the 
market. Movement wag moderate, and 
cash trade slow. 

STOCKS—The stock market as a whole 
today was quiet almost beyond descrip- 
tion. In view of the limited character of 
the operations, the tone of the market 
was difficult to discern. The news feat- 
ures were rather mixed, and leading op- 
erators were mixed in their opinions. The 
railroad earnings were disappointing, the 
gross decreases for the last week in April 
being considered in 4 bearish strain, The 
money market was expected to show a 
firmer tendency next week, and ag the 
cheapness of money has been long con- 
sidered as the principal bull factor in the 
situation, an advance in interest rates 
was figured to be a bear influence, The 
foreign operations were small, but pri- 
vate cables stated that foreign interests 
were still bullish on American stocks. 
The bank statement was given a rather 
unfavorable interpretation. It showed a 
loss of over $10,000,000 in surplus re- 
serves, an increase in loans of $21,000,- 
000 and loss in~cash of $6,000,000 and 
a gain in deposits of $17,500,000. The 
stock market, however, failed to respond 
to any material degree to the figures, the 
late market being easy in tone and ex- 


tremely quiet.

As the years exporis are 720,-.-- bales 
behing last year and the excess of port 
and interior towns less than 100,000, it 
would not be surprising if foreigners be- 
came more anxiOus regarding the sup- 
plies of cotton to carry them through 
the remainder of the season. It is diffi- 
cut to see how the deficiency in ex- 
ports can be made up out of the slight 
excess of i00,000 bales in this country, 
and for this réason conservative people 
regard the short selling of the old crop, 
positions as nothing short of financial 
suicide. It may be far from wisdom to 
buy cotton at |i346c or i4c, but it is not 
half ag insane a proposition as it is to 
sell short with a famine on our hands.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 7.—Tihe feature of the 
financial markets this week has been 
the abundance and cheapness of money 
and the neglect, verging on stagnation, 
of the market for securities. Intermit- 
tent advances and declines from day to 
day have not ‘been eufficient to carry the 
level of prices as much as a point away 
from last week's level at any time ¢x- 
cept for a few stocks. The effect has 
been go discouraging to operators that 
even ithe ofessional traders have al- 
most abandoned their efforts. The open- 
ing of the week found the London stock 
exchange closed for a holiday, leaving @ 
feeling of uncertainty as to how the mar- 
ket would accept the news of the se- 
rious Russian reversi, on tthe Yalu. At- 
temition ‘later wags concentrated on the 
large operations gting on in the money 
market, the conclu™pn of which, and 
their efféct on money, was awaited be- 
fora entering on any commitments. The 
most important of thiese in their tmme- 
diate bearing New Yqrk were the steps 
toward effecting the Panama canal pur- 
chase and the sale of a $37,000,000 block 
of New York city bonds. The securities 
in the Panama canal transaction have 
heen Jlangely clearéd up by statements 
from government officials and by J. P. 
Morgan, whose firm has been. intrusted 
by the government with carrying out 
the details of operations. The notifica- 
tion from the secretary of the treasury 
of a call upon government bank deposi- 
tories for a.!0 per cent additional gov- 
ernment deposit on May |!0 had a Dear- 
ing on this transaction designdd to re- 
plenish ‘the government’s working al- 
ance from its depletion on account of the 
Panama canal payment.- The effect of 
these developments is to dissipate some 
of. the expectations of alleviaitiong for 
the money market from the results of this 
operation, amd the extmeme ease which 
has developed 4n the world’s money mar- 
kets since the Panama payment first came 
up for consideration has prevented any 
abstiurbance by ‘thele changes in fhe 
method. The placing of the New York 
city bond issule, the largest single block 
ever offered by the city, was equally 
without disturbing effect on the market, 

The placing of half of the $50,000,000 
Japanese loan in New York is taken as 
evidence in the same direction, and the 
details of the Russian loan in Paris de- 
fine another of the uncertainties before 
the financial world. The effect upon the 
New York money market has been al- 
most inappreciable. Receipts of Japanese 
gold continue to relieve the drain of gold 
exports to Paris, and currency from the 
interior continues to accumulate in New 
York bonds. This evidence of declining 


business acfivity is an important factor 


in causing the halt in the securities mar- 
ket. It is -borne out by the declining 
volume of bank clearings, which is ex- 
tending to the country at large in con- 
trast to its former restriction to the great 
Speculative centers. The export move- 
ment of grain and cotton continues very 
light, thus increasing the requirements 
for gold exports. Manufacturing exports 
are expanding, especially those of iron 
and steel, but not sufficiently so either in 
volume or price to compensate for the 
shrinkage in domestice business. The 
number and liabilities of the failures 
make an unfavorable comparison with 
last year, and the large number: of small 
banking failures attract special atten- 
tion. Dissatisfaction with the iron and 
Steel trade outlook is an important in- 
fluence on the prevaitng dullness and 
hesitation of speculation. The dissolution 
of the Bessemer Ore Association and of 
the United States Steel stock conversion 
Syndicate have helped to depress the 
United States Stee] securities. Railroad 
earnings, both gross and net, reflect the 
falling: off in traffic from last year’s leve] 
and the high level at which operating 
expenses remain. The strike of machin- 
ists on the Atchison system had some 
slight sentimental effect. The formal 
statement by Bb. FH. Harriman of his 
hopeful views of the business and indus- 
trial outlook in the west and southwest 
had a sustaining influence in the mar- 
ket, but its effect seemed to pass quickly. 
The season of the making of the crops 
gives the daily advices from the crop 
region an important influence in the stock 
market. The crop news has not proved 
stimulating to prices, 

The tone of the pond market has been 
rather better than stocks, but no large 
investment demand has been shown and 
weakness in some of the speculative is- 
sues has unsettled the market.

the Hearst boomers in aid of their cause 
by virtue of the known personal popu- 
larity of Judge Griggs in his district.

CROWING WARM 


Talk Is Still of Candidates and 
Their Races This Summer 


There Is No Dearth of Announce- 
ments, All Wards and All Places 
Being Represented—School 
Board Election Is Near 
at Hand. 


Despite the fact that there is stf# no 
thought of calling a meeting of the city 
executive committee and although the 
municipal primary will not take place 
urtil some time during the fai, probably 
on the first Wednesday of October, the 
talk among men in politics is still about 
politics, including candidates and other 
appurtenances thereto. 

The indications at present are, that 
this is going to. be by far the most ex- 
citing, and therefore intresting, cam- 
paign that hag been held in Atlanta for 
some time. The plans of those who are 
going to be in the race are already for- 
mulating and the candidates have ar- 
ranged their regpective business so as to 
be able to conduct a long, heated and 
wearing campaign. : 

The minds of those who have become 
interested in the local political situa- 
tion have been so intently set upon the 
approaching musicipal campaign that 
they have entirely overlooked an impor- 
tant election that is to be held during 
the next session of council. Two va- 
cancies on the board of education must 
be filled at that time. One is the va- 
cancy that will be caused by the expi- 
ration of the term of office of A. C. Tur- 
rer, the school commissioner from the 
first ward. He will probably be elected 
to succeed himself. He is without op- 
position. The other is the vacancy that 
will be caused by the expiration of the 
term of Oscar Pappenheimer, resigned. 
whose unexpired term is being filled by 
School Commissioner W. S. Brown, of 
the second ward. 

When Mr. Pappenheimer resigned Com- 
missioner Brown was elected for the un- 
expired term, the understanding being 
that he would not stand for reelection, 
as Courtland S. Winn, then a councilman 
and now county administrator, had been 
Selected for the place. Mr. Brown will 
not be a candidate for election during the 
next session of council and Mr. Winn, of 
the second ward, will succeed him. 

These terms of office on the board of 
education will expire on May 28. When 
the elections take place council will have 
no more elections until the first meeting 
of July, when the term of office of Tax 
Assessor J. H, Ewing and the terms of 
office of twenty-one election managers 
will expire. 

Some New Announcements. 

The statement was made yesterday 
that Alderman James G. Woodward had 
positively announced to several friends 
that he would this year make the race for 
the mayoralty. Alderman Woodward will 
not yet make his definite statement to 
the newspapers. His reported announce- 
ment to his personal friends, however, 
makes a three-cornered race, as Mayor 
Pro Tem Longino and Former Council- 
man Key are already in the race. 

It was also stated yesterday that it 
is positive that either Alderman Hugh. T,

THE SPHINX SOCIETY OF 


UNIVERSITY OF GEORGIA

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Athpnd, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The 
Sphinx Society of the University of Geor- 


Sia is an upper-class honorary club; that 
is, only members of the junior and senior 
academic classes and the junior and se- 
nior law classes are eligible to member- 
ship. It is a strictly secret soclety, and 
little is known of it outside of the actual 
membership of the mysterious. brother- 
hood. Its objects are, however, known. 
They are as follows: To reward, by mem- 
bership in the Sphinx, those men in col- 
lege who have “done things,” who have 
borne the heat of conflicts for the honor 
of the university, whether on the athletic 
field, in intercollegiate debates, in editing 
the college papers, in administering the 
affairs of college organizations or in the 
class room; to bring into close affiliation 
a body of strong men who will work to- 
gether to advance the interests of the stu- 
dent body and of tne university. 

The Sphinx has enrolled among its 
membership the best students, the best 
athletes, the most popular and most en- 
ergetic men and the most influential lead- 
ers of college opinion and collage ac- 
tivities. The average student sees and 
knows little of the more serious side of 
the work of the Sphinx. Occasionally 
something its made public, as when last 
year the society deliberately set itself 
against improper methods ih college pol- 
itics, and signed and published a set of 
resolutions on the subject which practi- 
cally threw away, on the part of the 
signers, all chance of political preferment, 
and put the college on notice that the 
Sphinx would not regard with favor the 
claims of a man who was .tainted with 
politics of an imrroper and unwholesome 
kind. Whether it is due to this action 
or not, the political atmosphere here is 
clearer and cleaner than for years past. 
and the elections have been practically 
non-partisan for afl offices. 

It is known also that the membership 
of the Sphinx is limited to thirteen, and 
that all elections are carefully made, 
somewhat in the style of a conclave. It 
takes a unanimous vote to elect, so that 
if a man successfully runs the gantlet 
of a dozen men, nearly all of whom be- 
long to other fraternities, and many of 
them to other cliques, with some of whom 
he has been in keen rivalry for several 
years in contests for speakers’ places, 
tor places on the teams, etc., and with a 
few of whom may have been on per- 
sonally bad terms at times, it is a rea- 
sonably sure thing that the man ts wor- 
thy @f the high honor ‘thus bestowed 
upon him, 

Societies similar to the Sphinx exist at 
other institutions, such as the Skull and 
Bones at Yale, the Gimghoul Club at 
the University of North Carolina, etc., 
but each organization has its own pe- 
culiar customs and traditions, which are 
handed down frofi year to year. 

When a man has been elected to the

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Sphinx he is notified of that fact in 
some secret way, and is put ‘‘on proba- 
tion.” He is for some days under the 
absolute orders of the members of the 
Sphinx, and must do their bidding. The 
tasks set for him are simply to prove 
his mettle, and are in nowise inconsistent 
with gentlemanly conduct at all times. 
An order to break the laws of the town 
or the university has never been known. 
While on probation the - cand'date is 
obliged to wear a large white ‘‘S’”’ on his 
back, no matter where he goes, but as 
soon as initiated he takes it off and 
henceforward wears the plain gold pin of 
the order, a reclining sphinx with abso- 
lutely no lettering on it. It is said that 
no member ever allows a young lady to 
wear his pin unless he is either engaged 
to her or married to her, The initia- 
tions are shrouded in absolute mystery, 
and nothing positive is known about 
them. It is supposed that they must 
be quite interesting, however—at least 
to the candidate—if the duties imposed 
during the probationary period are any 
sign of what comes after. 

The Sphinx has an annual] “spread’’ at 
commencement, at which gather the ac- 
tive and honorary members, and it is said 
that the very fact that a young lady gets 
an invitation to this function is; prima 
facie evidence that she is both heautiful 
and charming. At this spread the elec- 
tions are announced for the next year, 
both of officers and members (so far as 
determined upon), and the custom is to 
give to the young ladies present the right 
to notify the men elected to membership, 
as the Sphinx members are forbidden to 
speak to them on the subject until the 
following September. A man thus hears 
of his election from the lips of some 
rosy-cheeked girl, who has hurried from 
the banquet hall to be the first to tell 
him. 

As said before, the fact that a man is 
a member of the Sphinx is a proof that 
he has been prominent in ¢ollege life in 
Some way. He cannot buy an election, 
and to try to obtain it by politics would 
mean sure defeat. Merit is the criterion 
and it matters nothing whether the man 
is or is not a member of a Greek letter 
fraternity. A number have been elected 
to membership who were not members 
of any fraternity. 

The abové is all one can gather about 
this peculiar society, the influence of 
which is said to be very great at the 
university, and @ems to be exerted in a 
manly, straightforward way.

Fair on Saturday, Apri! 30. raises 

the quest.on in thousands of minds, 

“Well, what is the great, novel, imposing, 

tt:ik.ng and memorable spectacular feature 
of the exposition?’ 

The answer is, ‘‘There tIsn’t anv.*’ 

The Eitfel Tower was the trade-mark of 
the Paris World's Fair, ang stands until 
ihis day as an enduring monument vf the 
I’rench Exposition. The giant Ferris Wheel 
wl. be remembered for years to come as 
the distinctive spectacular .novelty of the 
Chicago World's Fair. But !t is an unfor- 
tunate fact that no really notable spectac- 
ulnar feature has been conceived to individ- 
walize the St. Louls World's Fafr. Imag- 
ination and originality are rare qualities, 
and one great exposition looks very mach 
like another unless somebody of inventive 
brain suggests a distinguishing feature. 

The St. Louis World's Fair, which Is of- 
ficially called the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position, etc., will look very much like the 
Buffalo Exposition, with the same sort of 
general scheme of architecture, acre after 
acre of white staff bulldings, yards and 
yards and yards of many colored flags fiy- 
Ing, the same waterway scheme and gondo- 
liere and bridges, endless statues scattered 
here and there, and, of course, a “‘midway. 
But in St. Louis this corner of the expos!- 
tion, where the curiosities and freaks are 
gathered, ‘s called ‘The Pike.” 

Of course there {s the great Machinery 
Hall, with all sorts of gigantic and tech- 
nical mechanical exhibits the average mind 
gazes at vacantiy, but has no hope of un- 
derstanding; there is the usual Agricultural 
Building, with bushels and bushels of ap- 
ples and pumpkins, like a country fair on 
a very big scale; there is the Electric'ty 
Bullding and the Fine Arts; the Palace of 
Mines and Metallurgy, of Transportation, 
of Educatior, of Anthropology and many 
other departments of human interest and 
‘human endeavor. To undertake to cata- 
logue the range and scope of all this would 
require volumes of descriptive matter. No 
one mind can grasp it all. 

In the brief space of this page may be 
mentioned, however, some of the curiosi- 
ties which the visitor at St. Louls this 
Summer will see. Most of these will be 
found on “The Pike."” Many of the old 
Boffalo exhibits have moved into “The 
Pike,”’ and there are the old familiar faces 
of Fatima, the Oriental cancer; the pop- 
corn sellers, the German beer cafes and the 
end'ess army ‘of camp-followers which Is 
always pinned to the coat-tails of a big ex- 
position. 

Really one of the most elaborate and mer- 
ftorious exhibits will be the Philippine vil- 
Every American ought to be inter. 
ested ‘n this. Forty acres have been de- 
voted to the Philippines alone. It Is the 
largest single exhibit to be séen at the fair 
and has cost upward of $1,000,000. 

The forty acres sloping down to a lake, 
which has been renamed Laguna Bay, have 
been conrerted into an epitome of the arts, 
Industries, habits, recreations and amuse- 
ments of the Filipinos, so that the visitor 
will be able to gain a very comprehensive 
Idea of life Im ond around Manila. One 
thousand Filipinos. comprising 200 Maca- 
hebe scouts, who will police the reservation. 
a real Filipino band of 83 pieces, 300 tribes 
people who will live in a real native village 
atd over 400 other natives to take part in 
the industrial features will populate the 
reservation. To all practical intents and 
purposes this interesting exhibit will te 
an actual plece of the Philfppine Islands 
lifted bodily, transported across the Pa- 
cific Ocean and dropped into place on the 
World’s Fair Grounds. Laguna Bay, St. 
Louis, has three bridges, the central one 
being an exact reproduction of the famous 
Puente de Espana over the Pasig River. 
It is built of masonry. The others are con- 
structed of bamboo. From the Puente de 
Espana the visitor will enter the walled 
city of Intramuras through the Barian Gate 
and see the cathedral, the public square 
and the markets of Manila. Leaving the 
town through the Royal Gate, the visitor 
will encounter phase after phase of Phil- 
ippine country life. There are queer loox- 
ing native Moro villages built upon poles 
out in the lake, Luzon huts on the shore

Aldrich, Payne and other republican 
leaders after a white house conference 
that the real issue of the coming 
presidential campaign is to be | the 
tariff. Chairman Payne of the house 
committee on ways and means, voices 
this declaration in these wo “Pro- 
tection against free trade will be the 


campaign.” 

With Mr. Payne, as with his fellow- 
republicans, the wish is father to the 
thought. In the closing hours of the 
last session of congress the republicans 
of the house made a strenuous effort 
to develop sueh an issue, but their fail- 
ure was 80 marked ag to seem childish. 
The best they could do was to seize 
upon certain disconnected expressions 
of the oratorical Bourke Cockran to 
bear out their contention that the 
democratic party stands for free trade, 
but their efforts on this line were 
Promptly met not only by other demo- 
crats, but by Mr. Cockran himself. 

The attitude of the democratic party 
toward the present tariff was clearly 
stated in the closing days of the ses- 
Sion by Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, 
in the house and by Senator Bacon in 
the senate. In so far as the present 
tariff schedules operate to an inordi- 
nate amount of so-called “protection” 
—pspecially where they enable the 
American manufacturer to sell his 
products abroad et a much lower rate 
than he sells them to his home con- 
sumer, thus demonstrating clearly his 


to this extent the tariff will be an is- 
sue, for nothing can be more certain 
than that the democratic party will go 
before the people condemning such 
tariff rates. But as for the issue being 
“protection against free trade,” the re- 
publicans will find all their efforts to 
scare the people on that line are sure 
to fail. 

This phase of the tariff question will 
be an issue, but it will be by ne means 
the chief issue. A few republican poli- 
ticians, even when gathered within the 
sacred precincts of the white house, 
cannot make campaign issues for the 
Anierican people. While, of course, 
@ number of different questions will 
come up for discussion in the progress 
of a campaign, the most prominent is- 
sues upon which the republican party 
must go before the people this year 
are the extravagance of republican ad- 
ministration and the graft and other 
phases of crookedness that have grown 
up under it. Such lawless actions of 
the president a& his appropriation by 
executive order of millions of dollars 
in order to capture the old soldier 
vote, and the thousand and one other 
extravagances that have developed 
during the past eight years of republi- 
can administration, must be defended 
by the republican party; and before 
they will have satisfied the American 
people on this score they will find they 
have but little time to devote to me 
question of tariff. 

The republicans will go before the 
people this year on the defensive. The 
conditions will not permit an aggres- 
sive campaign on their pert either 
upon the tariff or upon any other great 
public question. If Senator Alarich, 
Ohairman Payne and the other republi- 
can leaders of congress are really nurs- 
ing the delusion that they can make 
the tariff the paramount issue, they are 
scheduled for a rude awakening. 


Russian Disaffection. 

The fact that Czar Nicholas must 
prosecute his Par Eastern war in the 
face of covert opposition or at least a 
lack of sympathy at home, displays 
strikingly the contrast in the situa- 
tions of.the contending nations. The 
Japanese empire is unquestionably an 
unit in favor of the war, the Mikado 
being unswervingly supported by the 
highest and lowest classes at the ex- 
pense, in many cases, of severe gelf- 
sacrifice. 

The New York Times publishes the 
following interview with a merchant of 
Moscow, whose views are given as 
representative of a large and growing 
sentiment among influential Russian 
business men: 

I fail to see that ¢his war is worth the 
candle to Russia. We are told that all 
will be over except the signing of peace 
at any time after September or October 
of this year. The manner in which the 
military experts propose to bring all this 
about is net quite clear. There is less 
explanation than optimistic infatuatio~ 
of the kind which prevaileg among the 
predecessorg of these experts on the 
opening of the Russo-Turkish war. 

“Some of ug are old enough to remem- 
ber that campeign, and what Russia 
gained by it. 

Vice Admiral Skrydloff, we are told, 

will work wonders with what remains of 
the brand-new fleet which cost us so 
much. How he is to achieve more than 
Admiral Makaroff with less at his dis- 
posal s comprehension. 
“Men like myself, whose business is 
either already ruined or on the ragd to 
liquidation, ask whether Manchuria ts 
worth it all. Thére is not even the ex- 
cuse that Manchuria is a potential South 
Africa, 

It is stated that the maker of these 
vigorous assertions “has been for over 
thirty years the director of one of the 
largest import Until export houses 
trading with eastern Asia. He is now 
winding up his affairs, and his retire- 
ment from the field of Russian com- 
merce means increased difficulty to at 
least a dozen minor trading houses 
and loss of employment to scores of 
officials and men, many of whom have 
served him and his predecessors thirty 
and even forty years. If these are 
the views of a dominant element 


it may easily be surmised that unless 
fortune executes a quick about-face in 
favor of the Muscoevite arms; the au- 
thorities will be embarrassed by diffi- 
culty in obtaining demestic loans, ob- 
stacles in the wholesale drafting of 
men and supplies which may later be- 
come necessary and a frowning public 
disapproval refusing to be modified by 
grandiose promises.

| when once disaffected, can’ with ease 
infect the masses with their senti- 
ments, since they come into close daily 
contact with every phase of the pro- 
letariat. The sly hint dropped there, 
the crafty insinuation here, tipped with 
the salve of mutual self-interest and 
backed by an unfailing succession of 
reverses at the front may make the 
operation of such dissension disagree- 
ably manifest to those in power. It 
may be alleged that in Russia the voice 
of the masses is systematically ic- 
nored, and that where assent is not 
voluntary it can be easily coerced. The 
question is, just how far compulsion 
will be effective, and how long the hos- 
tility of discordant elements may be 
smothered by force. - 

This is not the first time that power- 
ful commercial interests havéd failed 
to sympathize with the policy of their 
own government, even in war. Patri- 
otism is sometimes slow, when the 
pocket is constantly being pricked 
without the near prospect of recom- 
pense. Nor is the announcement of dis- 
affection eghivalent to a belief that 
Russia will be defeated. It merely in- 
creases the’ difficulties incident to 
such an important war, and it draws 
attention to the curious fact that the 
moving powers of Japan labor under 
no such unfortunate handicap.

The announcement made by Hon, H. 


H. Cabaniss in the editorial columns of 
The Augusta Chronicle that, in the

withstamding the high respect we have 
for the paper that makes the statement, 
We would have to accept it cum grano 
walis, and especially in view of the fact 
that if the delivery of thie literature had 
been ell thet had been desir, the op- 
pertunity to have gent them through the 
mail would have saved a great deal of 
labor, time and expense.

IN THE INTEREST OFHARMONY 


Hon. H. H. Cabaniss Retires from Contest for Na- 
tional Committeeman. 


Augusta, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—Under 
the heading “For Party Harmony and an 
Instructed Delegation,’"” The Chronicle 
will tomorrow announce the retirement 
of Hon. H. H. Cabaniss from the contest 
for the position of national committee- 
man. 

The Chronicle reproduces the editorial 
in today’s Constitution favoring instruc- 
tions for Parker, and in a double-column 
leader says: 

“In a clear-cut editorial The Atlanta 
Constitution comes squarely out for an 
instructed Parker delegation from Geor- 
gia, a 

“The Constitution sees danger in the 
fight that is being kept up within the 
party. It thinks the fight against Judge 
Parker should have ended when the New 
York democrats elected an instructed del- 
egatiop to St. Louls. It believes that for 
Georgia to fail to act with definiteness 
would be-misunderstood or missused, and 
therefore it urges the next state con- 
vention to give Georgia’s delegation pos- 
itive instructions. 

“This has been The Chronicle’s posi- 
tion all along, and, naturally, wp are 
greatly pleased that Editor Howell real- 
izes the necessity for definite action on 
the part of the democrats of Georgia, and 
that he will go actively to work to secure 
an instructed delegation from this state. 

“As Tha Constitution well says, all this 
makes for party harmony’in our own 
state, for the reason that a resolution of 
instructions will enable the convention to

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exchange of votes in this way, but if 
reports are true in the present cam- 
paign in this judicial circuit, the swap- 
ping of votes has been carried on to a 
more scandalous extent than ever obtain- 
ed in the jegislature, and the swaps for 
votes have been made from coroner up to 
the judge of the court of ordinary. 

If the judge is to be free to discharge

In concluding, Mr. Editor, I think that 
the Georgia legislature ought to pass a 
law calling a constitutional convention as 
speedily as possible, and let them, 
among other things, change the system 
of the election of judges, and I think 
in that connection that the least ob- 
jectionable system would be tq, have 
the governor appoint the judges ‘md so- 
licitors, and let the appointment be af- 
firmed by the senate. No governor 
could afford not to make a good appoint- 
ment of a man to fill these positions, as 
the efficiency of his whole administration 
would be involved in the proper dis- 
charge of this duty; and then we 
would not have a man mounting the 
woolsack with that robe that should 
be the emblem of purity besmirched all 
over with fraud and corruption.

the qollege building, under which the 
first commencement exercises were held. 
Last June the trustees by resolution de- 
tided to hold this year’s exercises in a 
similar matmer, and accordingly a large 
bush arbor will be erected on the exact 


Spot Where the first one stood a century. 


4g0. Under thig arbor the centennial 
commencement exercises will be held. 
Dr. Hull’s Account. 

Dr. Henry Hull, who was present at 
the first commencement, left the follow- 
ing account of it: 
at every commencement of the college 
since 1804. On this occasion a large 
‘crowd of people of all sorts from the 
country and towns, male and female, old 
end young, in every variety of costume, 
‘were assembled-under a large bush arbor 
in front of the ol@ college, supplied with 
seats made of plank and slabs borrowed 
for the occasion from EHasiey’s saw mill, 
resting on blocks or billets of wood 
which raised them from the ground. The 
stage for the faculty, trustees and speak- 
ers was erected at the side of the college 
building and the speakers when called 


_tcame out of the door at the east end. 


The whole was built mainly by students. 
The poles and brush for the arbor were 
growing in less than 200 yards from the 
place where they were wanted, the cut- 
ting and dragging was a mere frolic and 
the affair once begun was soon com- 
pleted. The intelligent portion of the au- 
dience were, of course, interested in the 
Orations, but the greater part looked on 
in stupid wonder as if on a pageant, un- 
derstanding about as much of the English 
as of the Greek and Latin speeches, but 
all wrapt in profound attention.”

After the comple- 
tion of the exercise the Board of Trustees 
returned to the college, where they -de- 
Glared that they “have with pleasure 
and satisfactiom. beheld the great and 
rapid improvement in science of the stu- 
dents of the University, and felicitate 
themselves on the prospect of the institu- 
tion hecoming conspicuously and eminent- 
ly useful to the community.” 

The diplomas were confdrred upon thie 
gTaduaites Dy President Josiah Meigs, the 
first presitent of the University of Geor- 
gia. There ie now in possession of Dr. 
Louls H. Jones, of Aithanita, thie original 
dploma gramted on that occasion to his 
ancestor, Jeptihna V. Harris, and Dr. Jones 
will be asked to allow the old diploma, 
which was the first ane to be given by 
the university authorithes, to be exhibited 
on ‘the stags at the approaching com- 
mencement, ; 

Such was the beginning of the Univer- 
esitv of Georgia. Since those days it has 
had a career full of hdhor and distinc- 
tion. More than any other tnstitution, it 
hag contributed to the glory amd devel- 
opment of the state The deeds and 
achi¢vements of its graduates in every 
field of human endeavor have bieen the 
most brilliamt amd most lasting in their 
effects. From one building it has grown 
to many, and yet there are mot enuugh 
to meet the demands of the times. In 
recent years the attendance has rapfdly 
increased umtil it has reached the high 
waltier mark unter the administration of 
its present ehief exdcutive officer, Chan- 
cellog Walter B. Hill.

THE DEATH 


OF DR. HENRY M’DONALD 


FE tist church has prepared a memorial 
on the death of Dr. Henry McDonald, 
who was the beloted pastor of the church 
for many years and through his minis- 
try the church grew in number and in 
spiritual strength. To all the older mem- 
bers of the congregation his death was 
a great calamity and they felt that it 
Was a sacred duty they owed his memory 
to leave a written tribute to his pastorate 
on the records of the church. The me- 
morial is as follows: 


“The life and character of Henry Mc- 
Donald are well known. It is appropriate, 
however, that those who knew him best, 
and loved him most, should pay their 
tribute to his memory. The memory of 
a good man is a noble inspiration. Dr. 
‘McDonald had many conspicuous virtues, 
but they may all be summed up in the 
words of the evangelist in writing of 
Barnabas: He was a good man and full 
of faith. 

“In his best moods he was unsurpassed 
as a preacher. This resulted in part from 
the fact that he had the firm grip of 
faith upon the gospel. He believed in 
man’s meed of_salvation and in Christ 
as the all sufficient savior. 

“The incarnation, the atonement, the 
resurrection were realities with him. He 
did not preach much about Christianity 
as a system, but he did preach much 
about Christ as the savior. 

“This style was didactic, and a good 
deal of his sermons were in a conversa- 
tional tone; and on account of his ten- 
derness and he was often spoken 
of as the A e John, of southern Bap- 
tists, as the beloved disciple, but at 
timés his impassioned declamation was 
superb. He was not classed with Rich- 
ard Fuller ae an orator, but he was fair- 
ly entitled to be ranked with such great 
preachers as Boyce, Broadus, Manly, Je- 
ter and Poindexter. The hearts of south- 
ern Baptists were never opened to any 
man more than they were to Henry Mc- 
Donald. He was a delightful man so- 
cially.

Opinion Genral That Change from 
Old Custom Was Mistake—Itin- 
erary Questions Will Also 
‘Be Feature of Interest 
at Convention. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 7.—The end 
of the first week of the thirty-first gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist church 
saw much preliminary matter and de- 
tails disposed of and the great gather- 
ing nearly ready to take up the more 
important work before it. 

All the standing committees have 
been organized and many of them havé6 
appointed their subcommittees and map- 
ped out the work allotted to their at- 
tention. It is a question. whether the 
present conference shall restore the min- 
isterial time limit of three or five years, 
or permit the present plan of unlimited 
terms, which was adopted at the gen- 
eral conference four years ago to con- 
wtinue. The bishops in their annual ad- 
dress touched upon this question, but 
refrained from expressing an opinion. 

The committee on itinerary has this 
matter in charge and the temper of the 
members, as shown at the first meeting 
when the question was broached, . indi- 
cated that all would be harmonious in 
the disposal of this problem. Many of 
the annual conferences have memorial- 
ized the general conference to take ac- 
tion on the matter and restore either 
the three or five year Hmit. 

Ten memorials were read by the sec- 
retary of the committee on itinerary at 
the first meeting, am many timeg this 
mumber are expected to be fiJed with 
the subcommittee, which has the matter 
in hand, before final action is taken On 
the subject in committee next Friday.

Boston, May 7.—The committee of fif- 
teen, which was appointed by the na- 
tional triennial convention of the Epis- 
copal church at San Francisco in 1901 
to consider the advisability of changing 
the national name of the denomination, 
has secured an entended report in which 
the opinion is expressed that any change 
at this time is inexpedient. The report 
is to be submitted to the general con- 
vention which wil] assemble in this city 
next October. The committee will ask 
that the Boston convention discharge 
it from further consideration of the sub- 
ject. 

At the San Francisco convention the 
diocese of Milwaukee presented a memdo- 
rial requesting that the name Protestant 
Episcopal church, in the United States, 
be changed to that of the American 
Catholic church in the United States. The 
request was not passed upon directly by 
the convention, but a committee of five 
bishops, five priests and five laymen was 
appointed to ascertain the mind of the 
church and report to the Boston con- 
wention. 

The first appendix to the report is sign- 
ed by the bishops of Missouri, West Vir- 
ginia, New York and Boston. It says in 
part: 

“With respect to the objection that the 
catholic character of the church is ob- 
scured in the eyes of other catholic 
communions by the name, it is said ‘‘our 
relations with the old Catholics have not 
been strained by reason of the title and 
in view of the late pope’s denial of the 
validity of our orders, a mere change of 
name is not likely to change the attitude 
of the see of Rome toward us.” 

The second appendix says: 

‘“"The indications shown are most aDun- 
dant that the majority of our bishops, 
clergy and laity are pronouncedly dissat- 
isfied with our present title and many 
apply to it more or less derogatory ad- 
jectites. It is perceived that it is a mo- 
ment of division and it perpetuates mem- 
ories of which all earnest Christian peo- 
ple would gladly rid themselves in the 
Christian world, It is a wall of Separa- 
tion on the one hand against our Roman 
brethren and on the other di¥ferentiates 
us from our non-Episcopal brethren. It 
is to us humiliating that we must be for- 
ever measuring our longitudes from the 
pope of Rome as the meridian and our 
polity be made disproportionately promi- 
rent in the eyes of our fellow Christians 
at every mention of the name.” 

The statement concludes with the sug- 
gestion that the Boston convention en- 
act legislation by which the words ‘Pro- 
testant Episcopal shall be omitted from 
the title page of the prayer book until 
such time as the people can be brought 
to favor a suitable legal designation. 

The third statement, which is brief, {is 
signed by Rev. John H. Bgar, of Rome, 
N. Y., and suggests that the name be 
changed to that of “The Church of the 
United States of , America.”

GREAT REVIVALS AND THE GREAT REPUBLIC

Bishop Candler says in his preface to 
this book that it is ‘‘a study of Ameri- 


can history from a standpoint which has 
been generally overlooked by writers 


‘upon both the secular and religious his- 


tory of the United States.” He believes 
that philosophic historians, who have 
sought to estimate the forces whith 
have entered into the shaping of our re- 
public, have failed to recognize or, rec- 
ognizing, have failed to give proper em- 
phasis to, the great revivals of religion 
which swept over Pnglang about the 
time of the settlement of America, and 
which from time to time have quickened 
the epiritual life of the inhabitants of 
the new world. 

With this thought in mind, Bishop Can- 
dier has carefully reread English and 
American history ofthe last ‘three cen- 
turies and has given in his new volume 
the results of his gleanings. The book 
abounds in quotations from recognized 
authorities, but does not lack the au- 
thor’s personality in the interpretation 
of facts. ne 

He points out that a revival of re. 
ligion in the old world is the explana- 
tion of the feunding of colonies in the 
new. The “colenists,” he says, “were 
cast upon these sheres by the expulsive 
ferces of the reformation and the re- 
ligious ‘convulsions in Europe ,consequent 
upon that mighty moverhent,” and, once 
here, they drew to them “pious Swedes, 
saintly Swiss, devout Dutch, sturdy 
Seoteh and ardent Irish.” 

But, notwithstanding the religious mo- 
tives of the early settlers and the pious 
zeal which flowed for a time after they 
reached these shores, only two or three 
generations passed before there were 
signs on every hand of moral and re- 
ligious deterioration. 

“Migrations are periods of great pen! 
to spiritual life. The transplanting of 
the best human stocks is attended with 
the greatest moral dangers. An emi- 
grant people-in a new and strange land 
are cut off from those vitalizing forces 
of life which Issue from’ a well estab- 
lished secial system, and which can be 
supplied from no other source. ‘All the 
old roots of local love and historic feel- 
ing, the joints and bands that minis- 
ter nourishment, are left behind, and 
nothing remains to organize a living 
growth but the two unimportant inci- 
omg proximity and a common inter- 
es ys | A 

“Besides these perils, which inhere In 
all migrations, the American colonistg 
were beset by difficulties peculiarly their 
own and arising from the unprecedented 
conditions with which they were sur- 
rounded. No colonists had ever before 
removed so far from their original seats 
or been so effectually separated from 
the lands that sent them forth. They 
had no central government to bind them 
together in anything akin to national 
duty, but, on the contrary, were divid- 
€d among themselves by the intensenesgs 
of their religious convictions and by their 
isolation from each other. The French 
and Indian wars had fed all the fiercest 
passions of human nature within them 
and relaxed all mora] conyictions and 
restraints. Manners became coarse and 
mental cultivation was sadly neglected. 
A wild and adventurous spirit possessed 
the people as morals declined ana re- 
Higion decayed. Secret apostasies and 
flagrant sins corrupted and enfeebled the 
churches. Intemperance, profane swear- 
ing, licentiousness and every form of vice 
prevailed as never before in their his- 
tory. The first race wag gone and its 
successors of the second and third gen- 
eration were of a distinctly lower type. 
“We feel, in short, that we have de- 
scended to an inferior race. It jis some- 
what as if a nest of eagles had been 
filled with 2 brood of owls.’ ” 

Such were the conditions fn the first 
quarter of the eighteenth century when 
Jonathan Edwards, Gilbert Tennant, Wil- 
liam Tennant, Bellamy, Griswold, Whee- 
lock, Robinson, Blair and especially 
George Whitfield “revived the forgotten 
doctrine of justification by faith and be- 
gan to call men to repentance.” 

The religious movement thug begun 
called the “great awakening,” starting 
at Northhampton soon spread over New 
England. In 1!735 Whitfield came to 
America. He threw himgelf into the 
work and succeeded in extending its in- 
fluence beyond the limits of the New 
England states. He went to New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Georgia, and, moving up and down the 
Atlantic coast as a shuttle, wove to- 
gether the sentiments of the thirteen 
colonies and made union possible by cre- 
ating a national spirit. as 

Bishop Candler enumerates as some of 
the results of the “great awakening’ 
150 new Congregational churches, not to 
speak of Presbyterian, Baptist and other 
churches,- and 40,000 converts fm New 
England; the marked elevation in the 
piety of preachers and congregations; 
the promotion of catholicity among 
churches; the birth of+“‘revivalism,” as 
distinguished from ritualism in religion, 
by which is meant the “preaching with 
the Holy Ghost went down from heaven” 
which produces supérnatural] results; the 
“weaving of new bonds of affection be- 
tween the British Isles and the Ameri- 
can colonies,” or the creation of a new 
line of religious communication and fel- 
lowship between Great Britain and the 
United States which has tended to 
unify the Anglo-Saxon peoples of the 
earth; the preparation of the way for 
Sunday school work, which today is 
practically confined tg the territory af- 
fected by the eighteenth century revival; 
the quickening of missionary movements 
to the heathen, the ‘Indians and the ne- 
groes; the promotion of the cause of edu- 
cation; and, chiefly, as a factor in na- 
tional affairs, the ‘creating of a na- 
tional spirit which made the American 
union possible.’ "’ “ 

The author attributes to the “Wesleyan 
revival,” which followed close upon the 
heels of the “great awaRening,’’ even 
greater results, especially in the matter 
of organization. By the year 179! when 
Wesley died, there were 48,000 American 
Methodists. Today there are 6,437,461. 
They have been conspicuous patriots 
from the days of the revolution till now. 
“The Methodists were first to present 
formal congratulations to Washington 
upon his election to the presidency, 
pledging their loyalty and devotion to 
the new republic, and Abraham Lincoln 
said Methodism furnished more recruits 
to the federal armies during the cevil 
war than came from any other church. 
Jefferson Davis might have said the same 
of the armies of the confederacy. And 
the reason is plain: The Methodists 
wete more numerous than any other 
Protestant body and they were not be- 
hind any in patriotic devotion.” 

They have had much to do with edu- 
cating and enlightening the citizens of 
this republic. “The greatest publishing 
house in the world is the Methodist Book 
Concern in New York, and it is closely 
followed by the similar establishments 
located in Cincinnati, Ohio, and Nash- 
ville, Tenn,” 

But following the revivals of Whitfield 
and Wesley, thee came a period of de- 
cline. By the baginning of the nine- 
teenth century, the “young republic was 
threatened by dangers worse than armed

foes, famine and peftilence.” “French 
theories of government and French no- 
tions of religion were widely prevalent.” 
General Dearborn, secretary of war 
under President Jefferson, said: 
hope for order and good government.” 
Paine and Voltaire Were popular. 
colleges were corrupted. Harvard had 
become “liberalized.”” Yale was “honey- 
combed with atheistic clubs.’’ Prince- 
ton had only two professingy Christians 
among its students. The Presbyterian 
general assembly of [793 epitomized the 
situation in this sentence: ‘'Profaneness, 
pride, luxury, injustice, intemperanc?®, 
lewdness and every species of debauch- 
ery and _. loosé indulgence greatly 
abound.” 4 

Tnen came the “great revival of 1800.” 
It attracted attention first in the Cum- 
berland country of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, where the first camp meetings 
were held. The scenes at these camp 
meetings ‘baffled description.” “Many, 
very many, fell down as men siain in 
battle, and continued for hours together 
in an apparently breathless and motion- 
less state, sometimes for a few minutes 
reviving and exhibiting symptoms of life 
by a deep groan or a piercing shriek, or 
by a prayer for mercy, fervently uttered, 
After lying there for hours they obtained 
deliverance. The gloemy cloud that had 
covered their faces seemed gradually 
and visibly to disappear, and hope, in 
smiles brightened inte joy. They would 
rise, shouting deliverance, and then 
would address the surrounding multitude 
in language truly eloquent and impres- 
sive.”* 

The revival influence spread through all 
the Cumberland and Ohio country, 
“reached back to the older settlements, 
whence the emigrants had come out,” 
kindled fires in the east, and produced 
a “national revival conflagration.”’ 

By this revival the author believes 
that “heterogeneous and discordant ele- 
ments were melted and moulded into a 
common type and the unity of the nation 
preserved and promoted.”’ 

The “revival of 1858" followed the 
most terrific financial crash that ever 
came in the nation’s history. “It began 
outside of the churches in the center of 
the nation’s commerce,’ as a “business 
man’s proper meeting’’ in the Dutch Re- 
formed church: in Fulton street, New 
York. 

The author says that. this revival, 
which added 1,000,000 members to the 
churches, “inaugurated the era of lay 
work in American Christianity; ‘‘pro- 
moted Christian unity; ‘delivered 4 
heavy blow against the spirit of Mam- 
mon;” “effected the negro population of 
the south so benignly as to give security 
from insurrection during the war, and 


‘great help in the solution of the race 


problem since 1865;’’ “softened the rigors 
of the reconstruction era, and hastened 
the day of national reconciliation, in 
which all sections now rejoice.’’ 

The “Moody and Sankey revival’”’ may 
be said to have begun in 1856. It was 
not confined to America. The evange- 
lists preached and sung in many of the 
centers of population in Europe and 
made a deep impression. Moody made 
a fast friend of Henry Drummond, Her- 
bert Spencer presided at one of his meet- 
ings held to raise money for a Young 
Men’s Christian Association building and 
gave several thousand dollars to the en- 
terprise. 

The author says that the ministry of 
Moody and Sankey had marked effect 
on the welfare of the great republic, in 
that it healed the wounds of the civil 
war; brought about a religious democra- 
cy in which rich and poor met together 
as brethren: “strengthened the bonds of 
sympathy between the people of the 
United Kingdom and the great republic,” 
and had more than a sentimental value 
in the Spanish-American war.” 

In the chapter, “Evangelical Christian- 
ity the Security of the Great Republic 
and the Hope of the World,”’ the author 
well says: “The perils of nations are 
not without, but within, themselves, and 
they are always moral perils. No na- 
tion was ever destroyed by the murder- 
ous attacks of its enemies; all that have 
gone down fell as suicides die, by their 
own hands.’’ 

Evangelical religion, he -believes, will 
save the republic from the “menace of 
Romanism,” “intemperance, Mormonism, 
spiritualism and Christian Science,”’ but 
he says “these strongholds will not yield 
to the assaults of a parayltic preaching 
of rationalism nor to the empty parade 
of religious tableau.”’ 

The book closes with a chapter on the 
“Next Great Awakening,’ In which the 
author gives, in vigorous style, his ideas 
of what the next great revival will be. 
Many modern authors like Josiah Strong, 
Francis G. Peabody, R. W. Dale, Shailer 
Matthews and G. R. Pike, believe that 
the. social teaching of Jesus has been 
neglected and that the next ‘‘great awak- 
ening’ will be a religious movement 
looking to the physical, economic and so0- 
clal betterment of humanity. They be- 
lieve that observance of brotherly ser- 
vice, brotherly sacrifice and brotherly 
love will bring it about. They thing that 
cooperation in business, social settle- 
ments and increased philanthropy indi- 
cate that the movement has already be- 
gun. Bishop Candler thinks that “‘it 
will bring forward no new dogmas; it 
can scarcely be expected to recover a 
neglected ‘doctrine, or an overlooked 
phase of any doctrine that may not 
have been wholly neglected. * * * 
When men know the doctrine of justi- 
fication by faith, the new birth, the wit- 
ness of the spirit and Christian perfec- 
tion, what other light this side of heaven 
do they want? All these truths are final 
truths. They only need to be really be- 
lieved and fervently preached to renew 
the world in righteousness and true holl- 
ness.” “It will be a revival of religion 
and not a religious revival. A revival of 
religion brings dead thingg to life again 
a@ religious revival decorates a corpse and 
guilds a sepulcher.”” “John Henry New- 
man and his friends brought to pass a 
religious revival, and in its dim, re- 
ligious light watched serrowfully by the 
death couch of expiring faith, chanting 
mournfully, ‘Lead, kindly light, amid the 
encircling gloom.’ John Wesley and his 
comrades, under God, produced a re- 
val of religion that brought again life 
and immortality to Hght in the Gospel.”’ 

He says that the next great awaken- 
ink will be ‘“‘no political reform or philan- 
thropic scheme of social amelioration.

The author believes that we are on the 
revival. The style in 
which the volume is written, is simple 
and easy, but sedater than is common 
with the author. The subject does not 
lend itself to the breezy and snappy 
sentence. In the last two chapters, how- 
ever, there is a return to the vigorous 
style of “Christus Auctor.”’ 

The,mechanical make-up of the book 
is not all that could be desired. The 
paper is indifferent and the type and 
presswork below the standard in at- 
tractiveness for.,a modern book. A vol- 
ume with so much good matter deserves 
a abetter dress.

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IIE Count de Ia Vaulx’s own descrip- 
tion of the most extraordinay ex- 
perience ever reported by an aero- 

naut fs printed on this page—an experience 
quite bevond the reach of mortals who go 
through life glued to the earth’s surface, 
and compared with which Dante's vision of 
the Infernal regions must have been vague 
and unimpressive. 

Ballooping as a _ practical science—aside 
from what it offers in the way of new and 
strange sensations to its devotees—prom- 
ises to make great strides during the com- 
ing Summer and the aerial region above 
the Mediterranean is marked for triumphs 
only dreamed of in the last half, dozen 
years. Count Henri de la Vaulx, who holds 
the world’s record as a balloonist, having 
covered a distance of 13,500 miles and lived 
for a total of thirty-six days in the cars 
of his balloons, after experimenting all 
Winter in the neighborhood of Cannes, 
France, has about completed his prepara-

The count claims to have solved the 
problem of travelling long distances in his 
balloon near the surface of seas or oceans, 
while controlling its altitude and direction 
almost absolutely. The means whereby he 
expects to accomplish marvels are illus- 
trated on this page. His first important 

y, to be made in June or July, will be 
another attempt to eross from France to 
Algeria—a feat which he attempted un- 
successfully two years ago. 

His expectations of success this year are 
largely due to the collaboration of M. 
Herve, a well-known scientists. 

M. Herve has been working on the prob- 
lem of steering balloons upon the sea for 
a number of years. His first experiments 
were made with the National, a balloon of 
1,500 cubic yards, in 1886, in which he 
crossed the channel froin Boulogne-sur- 
Mer'to Yarmouth, over a tract of 240 
miles. In these experiments he used two 
flexible floats made of cordage and covered 
with canvas of serpentine form, which 
were suspended by ropes one on each side 
of the car and slowes the undulations of 
the waves. 

An Odd Steering Device. 

The height of the balloon was regulated 
by drawing them more or less out of the 
water, and he could thus keep the balloon 
at the desired distance above the gea. The 
steering device consisted of a kind of float- 
ing rudder attached to the balloon by a 
long rope, and by varying its angle the 
balloon could be steered to GO degrees on 
each side of the wind. These experiments 
were quite successful, and M. Herve was 
able to deflect his balloon toward the west 
and land at Yarmouth while the wind was 
blowing north, and made without accident 
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the long voyage of 24% hours over the sea.

The first type of these is of the 
same type as In the Boulogne-Yarmouth ex 
periment. It consists of a series of concave 
blades. about 2% feet long and 8 inches 
wide. held parallel to each other by iron 
straps. The deviator is attached to the 
balloon by two ropes, and remains in a 
nearly horizontal position.

A Multiple Rudder of Simple Form, 


The whole {is arranged so as to fold Into 
a2 small space when not In nose. With this 
form of deviator It is necessary, in order 
to change from one direction to another, 
to pass through the perpendicular position, 
or polnt of maximum resistance. In the 
case of a strong wind it may not be ad- 
visable to do this, and a second form 
Las been devised which offers less resist- 
ance and !s more easily managed. 

It consists of a set of parallel blades 
joined together to form a solid box or 
frame, and the blades take a vertical post- 
tion in the water. A strap at each end 
earrled a rope passing to the balloon. 
When the ropes are of unequal length 
the deviator takes an oblitue position, and 
gives a steering effect; when the ropes are 
equal the blades become parallel to the 
direction of movement, and there Is ne 
deviation and but little resistance. 

This !nstrument, {s, fn fact, a multiple 
rudder of the simplest form. Both these 
deviators have been designed to keep at 
a certain depth below the surface of the 
water by giving a certain Inclination to 
the curved blades or to the box so ag 
to give a downward pull which compen- 
sates for the upward pull of the rope, 
and this fs the same at all speeds, accord- 
ing to the well-known laws of resist- 
ance. 

Equipped vith the device Count @e te 
Vaulx expects to cross the Mediterranean 
with ease and safety, and even to chal- 
lenge the broad Atlantic. 

Count de la Vatlx has studied his project 
carefully. The liquid element offers to the 
aeronaut resources that he may not find 
on land, beyond the means of steering above 
described. Above the wave changes in 
temperature are less sudden than on the 
ground. The water is marvellous as bal- 
last. The aeronaut may throw it away and 
regain it at his pleasure.

Cheap and Enduring. 

Tar macadam roads in- Ontario, Can., 
htave proved a great success, says Pop- 
ular Mechanics. They are especially 
adapted to a country where stone is 
searce, and as they cost from one-third 
to one-half less than asphalt or vitrified 
brick and last longer this method of 
making good taioroughfares is also desir- 
able in the towns and cities. The cost of 
construction of the best of tar macadam 
roads is 68 cents per square y4r@. It is 

estimated that they will remain in good 
condition for at ieagt:.ten years, when, 
if necessary, they can be resurfaced at 
the cost of 25 cents per square yard. It 
is claimed that the tar macadam road is 
almost as noiseless as asphalt, that it 1s 
easier on horses, with less jar and dan- 
ger of slipping in wet weatner, and it is 
further an almost dustless road. 

In the construction of one of these 
roads tweive inches of tar macadam ts 
placed on the subgrade. The bottom 
course or stone foundation consists of 
large stone varying from six to twelve 
inches, laid roughly by hand on _ their 
flat beds. The voids in the foundation 
tare then filled with smaller stones and 
rolled. Tne broken stone for the second 
course is thoroughly coated with tar, laid 
to a depth of five inches and rolled as 
soon as possible. 

The top course consists 
screened through a three-quarter inch 
mesh, mixed with tar and rolled. The 
screenings of the crusaer may be used 
on top to harden the surface and to give 
a more pleasing color th’an that of the 
black tar.

The apparatus 
is similar to a typewriting machine. Af- 
ter connection its made communication 
can be had by simply manipulating the 
machine like a typewriter; even if the 
addressee ig absent the printing goes on 
automatically on tape. The text of the 
message is duplicated on the machine of 
the sender, so that a correct record is 
kept and mistakes in transmission are 
avoided. A great advantage of this new 
apparatus is that by wu simple arrange- 
ment the communication can be sent si- 
multaneously to a number of addressees. 
In this manner, for instance, a person is 
enabled to communicate with all the 
newspapers of Berlin by a single writing 
of the message on his sending apparatus. 

Large industrial establishments, banks 
and newspapers will be greatly benefited 
and a large number of such have already 
made application for membership. For 
the time being, however, the number will 
be restricted, with a view to increasing it 
in time. 

The telegraphic service by this innova- 
tion will also be facilitated/ as the main 
telegraph office can at once transmit all 
Incoming telegraphic messages to any of 
the Ferndrucker subscribers over the new 
apparatus.

A quadruped cure for appendicitis which 
has been introduced in Berlin consists in 
the patient walking on all fours for twen- 
ty minutes four times a day.

The question, where wil] the world se- 
cure nitrogen for the making of fertilizers 
and explosives when the nitrate beds of 
Chile are exhausted? has long been an 
important one.

Calcium Carbide for Submarine Boats 


(From United States Consul General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 
The Cologne Gazette states that the p 
culiar property of calcium carbide 
rapidly developing acetylene gas, when 
brought im contact with water, has led 
to its witilization as an effective means 
for raising and sinking sulbmarine boats. 


The boat is ‘supplied with an ordinary 
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waitir, the boat sinks. 

After the introduction of a carbide cart- 
ridge into the gas generator am immense 
quantity of gas is formed at once, which 
forces the water through the lower pipe 
into the sea. After opening the cock in 
the connecting pipe, the gas «niters the 
tank and fills it by forcing out the wa- 
ter. The boat mow mises to the surface, 
remaining there until the gas is allowed 
to escape from both reservo-rs, which 
causes them to be again filled by sea wa- 


ter. 

If the boat has sunk deeper than de- 
sirkK, the introduction of a sufficiently 
large carbide into the generator will make 
the boat rise to the proper level. The

New Steel Process. 

United States Consul Marshall Hal- 
stead, of Birmingham, England, trans- 
mits the following from The London 
Daily Mail: 

REMPDY FOUND FOR HIDDEN DE- 
FECTS. 


After much research and repeated ex- 
periments in the treatment of steel it is

It is now clearly demonstrated that 
dangerously brittle steel can be restored 
to sound material by a simple process of 
reheating. That is not_in the nature 
of a wonderful discovery; it is merely 
the definite affirmation of a fact which 
for somie yeans has been suspected, but 
with the knowledge of the latest proc- 
ess manufacturers can now make the 
material which they produce at least re- 
liable. 

Many accldtents on land and sea are 
caused by breakdown of parts of ma- 
chinery composed of what is technically 
known as dangerously crystafline stecl. 
Hitherto this hidden defect has been re- 
garded as inevitable, but in future a 
nemedy can be applied. 

This means more than a trade improve- 
ment; it is a distinct gain to all people 
who travel in traims and steamships or 
who are in any way dependent for safety 
upon the working of machinery. For 
that realson it is stated that the board of 
tradi will require all manufacturers to 
adopt the process of rdheating. 

For a long time manufacturers in all 
countries ave been at work with what 
is known as the heating treatment of 
steel. Now Mr. J. E. Stead, brother of 
the journalist,.and Mr. Arthur W. Rich- 
ards—both eminent metallurgists—are to 
read an important paper on the subject 
at the forthcoming meeting of the fron 
and steel institute. 

A recent demonstration at a meeting of 
civil engineers, led Mr. Stead to conclude 
that 99 per cent of the steel which was 
formerly thrown on the scrap heap could 
be restored. So he promptly advised all 
manufacturers to reheat all forgings and 
so preclude any possibility of danger. 


Alcohol From Sawdust. : 
(From United States Consul General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 

It is reported that a Norwegian chem- 
tst has discovered a new and cheap pro- 
cess for making alcohol from sawdust. 
Sawdust is treated under pressure with 
diluted suaphuric acid, by which the eel}u- 
lose is transforraed4nto sugar. which. by 
adding fermentation producers, Is con- 
verted into alcohol in the old manner and 
then distilled. One hundred kilograms 
(220.46 pounds) of sawdust yield from 6 
to 7 kilograms (13.2 to '™ 4 pounds) of 
alcohol. Valuable by-vroducts are methyl 
alcohol and acetic acid. While in Norway 
100 kilograms (220.46 pounds) of potato 
alcohol costs $10.50. the price of sawdust 

alcohol is only $6.50. 


To Make Alcohol Undrinkable. 
(From United States Consul Warner, 
Leinsig, Germany.) 

The imperial Russian minister of F'- 
nance has just offered a prize of 50.900* 
rubles ($25.750) to the person or persons 
who will invent some way of, making al- 
cohol undrinkable. Pamphlets giving the 
exact requirements governing the compe- 
titio nmhave been printed in the French 
language and sent to the Russian consu- 
lates in foreign countries. Russian con- 
sulates in the United States are located 
in the following cities: Mobile.

Well-Known Confederate Veteran 
Dies in Halifax, Nova 
Scofia. 

News was received fn Atlanta yester- 
day by Mrs. Margaret Villepigue, that 
her brother, Richard Fielder Armstrong, 
the third ranking officer of the ill-fated 
confederate battle ship. the Alabama, 
had succumbed to death at hi¢# home in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, where he has lived 

since the close of the war. ° 

Lieutenant Armstrong was born in Ma- 
con, Ga. He married a Miss Hornsby, 
daughter of Colonel Hornsby, of Ken- 
tucky, and is survived by his widow and 
five children. He was at the time of 
his death the eldest commissioned officer 
of the battle ship Alabama, having held 
that distinction since the death of Com- 
modore Kerr, a few years ago. Mr. Arm- 
strong was educated at the United States 
naval academy, and served for awhile 
in the navy, after leaving Annapolis, But 
he resigned his commission at the break- 
ing. out of the war to enter the confeder- 
ate service. He commanded the battle 


ship Sumter and cruised in the Mediter- 
ranean, later going on the Alabama, and 
-erving under Admiral Semmes, 

After the war he located in Nova Sco- 
tia and engaged in the manufacture of 
tobacco. Associated with him was Frank 
Hogue, a comrade in the battles fought 
for the glory of the Stars and Bars and 
their business was largely successful. He 
never returnéd to this country nor as- 
sumed. the oath of allegiance after the 
war, 

Mrs. Villepigue is living at the Peach- 
tree inn and only learned yesterday morn- 
ing by wire of her brqther’s death, which 
occurred Friday,

Augusta Was Probably Chief 
Victim on the List 


= 


Pistressing Scenes Are Witnessed as 
Those Who Invested THeir 
Savings in Defunct Com- 
pany Strive To Recover 
Part of Their Losses. 


ee 


Augusia, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The 
failure of the Augusta Debenture Com- 
pany is a severe blow to many poor 
reople of this city, who have been putting 
their savings into its treasury for sev- 
eral years. The worst feature in connec- 
tion with this collapse is the fact that 
the losers are people who cannot afford 
to lose anything from their meager earn- 
ings, people to whom $100 represents all 
the way from one day's work to 50 days 
of hard toil. 

It was only on Friday morning that 
people found out through The Consti- 
tution and The Chronicle that the concern 
had failed. The petition for involuntary 
bankruptcy was not filed until night and 
in consequence the morning papers gave 
the holders of the debentures their firct 
news. It was a severe shock to many 
@ person of the city and the state as 
well for some of the security holders 
live in all parts of the state, - 

Early Friday morning the people, who 
had invested their earnings in;the con- 
cern, began flocking to the offices of the 
company to make inquiries about their 
‘money. There were old men and yuuns, 
girls who have only gone out.of school to 
earn their own livings, old women who 
had put their children’s salaries into the 
company in the hope of drawing there- 
from in the space of a few years re- 
turns with a percentage of: profit that 
would dazzle the mind of a pawn broker. 
There was the sturdy mechanic who 
was losing a day from his work, to see 
if he was golng to save anything from 
the wreck of the money that he had 
been investing in the hope of being able 
tc buy a home, or live comfortably in his 
old age. All classes and conditions of 
people called at the office, but none of 
them could be given any comfort in the 
way of anything like even returns for 
the money they had put in the con- 
cern, 

The assets at the very highest mark are 
valued at_$30,000 and the. liabilities, 
the lowest, are $80,000, 

Little Can Be Recovered. 

When the expenses of the receivership, 

administration and attorney's fees are 
@re taken out of the assets it is doubt- 
ful if the investors’ will get more than 
25 cents on the dollar. ‘ 
s This afternoon there was 4- meeting 
of about fifty of the holderg gf the de- 
bentures to devise ways and means to 
protect their interests as far as possibie. 
It was decided at this meeting ‘to call 
a general convention of the debenture 
holders and tie saddest feature Of the 
matter is that it was deemed necessary 
to get the largest hall inJthe city, so 
numerous are the people who have put 
their earnings into the company. The 
meeting will be held at Miller Walker 
Kall next Wednesday afternoon. Law- 
yers will be engaged and the affairs of 
‘the company,: the conduct of the of- 
ficialg and everything in relation to the 
entire business will be most thoroughly 
investigated. 

There are several young clerks who 
have put as much as $1,000 of their sal- 
ery into the concern during the last few 
years; one machinist of the city has 
been putting $65 a month for three yeats 
into the company in the nope of drawing 
out enough to buy a home; a young milli- 
ner, Who has been working day and night 
for severa] years in order to meet her 
assessments for debentures, is another 
of the reported losers; a car greaser at 
the Georgia road, who has denied him- 
self many comforts during:the last two 
yearg in order to gain a-competence in 
hig old age, has lost his all. There are 
ecores of such cases being told about 
the streets today, and it is safe to say 
that 90 per cent of the losers are working 
people, to whom the loss will mean a 
great deal more than the privations tney 
have suffered while striving to store up 
the money, 

Augusta the Chief Victim. 

Augusta has furnished more victims tc 
th: debenture craze than possibly any 
other city in the south for its popula- 
tion. A few years ago, when this sys- 
tem of finance was first introduced, the 
peuple here went crazy over its beauties, 
The first batch to enter any of the many 
concerns to send agents here were al- 
ways paid liberal profits, but the second 
crowd all got the goose instead of the 
coin. It is told by life insurance agents 
that many people in this city surrendered 
their policies for their. cash value to 
go into debentures, and there is not one 
of these concerne from Maine te Cali- 
icrnia that went up in smoke that did 
not have Augustans among the list of 
victims. It was on account of this craze 
that the home concern was organized. 
Its promoters thought that they might 
keep some of the money at home. Their 
first investors realized handsomely and 
- the others will now get the regulation 
dose of loss.

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Charles P. Henderson, of Valdosta, sec- 
retary of the Southern Vehicle Associa- 
tion, arrived in Atlanta yesterday and is 
at the Piedmont perfecting arrangements 
for the meeting of his association, which 
opens on Tuesday for a three days’ ses- 
sion.

The 
other day I saw a half-tone portrait of 
him. The picture was that of a youth 
with a square, determined looking jaw. 

“The hands drawn by one prominent 
cartoonist are always thin and the veins 
are carefully worked out, so that the 
hands resemble those of an old man. Then 
this man’s work shows years of practical 
study for he never makes a line that 
doesn’t add to the value of the picture. 
So I judged him to be an elderly man. I 
saw him recently. He was a man past 50 
years of age, with a gray beard and 
hands just like these in his cartoons, 

“Very often I find myself doing the 
same thing, unconsciously, that I have 
noticed in others, and [I believe that it 
is common to all cartoonists to make the 
figures in pictures more or less like the 
artist’s own figure.’’

‘‘! feel that I have done what was due 
to my friends and myself in pressing the 
matter to this point. I passed up to the 
party organization the responsibility for 
condoning a fraudulent primary, and I 
will not contest it further. I regret ex- 
ceedingly that the motion offered by Hon. 
Bovkin Wright: to refer it back to the 
people of my circuit for another elec- 
tion, and which was defeated by a vote 
of 14 for to 20 against, did not prevail. 

“IT wish you would say to my friends 
Over the state that I had Judge Gober 
beaten by from 1,500 to 2,000 majority 
when the determination was arrived at in 
Washington, D. C., by certain leading 
politicians and other interests that figure 
in politics in this state, that it was nec- 
essary that I should be defedted. Sena- 
tor Clay came down about ten days be- 
fore the election and proceeded to use 
his entire influence to compass my defeat. 
He remained and _ activly canvassed 
against me until the election was over. 

‘In addition to this during the last few 
days of the campaign large sums of 
money were disbursed on behalf of Judge 
Gober's election thronghout the circuit. 

“After the primary and pending my 
contest before the executive committee, 
these same influences that startd this 
movement in Washington, continued their 
fight and but for this I am satisfled that 
the result would havé been different. 

“I am deeply grateful to the majority 
of the democratic voters of the Blue 
Ridge cireuit for their loyal support in 
the late primary. In the course of my 
future practice in this circuit I hope I 
lope it will be in my power to serve 
these friends, an-l shall certainly never 
let any opportunity pass to evince my 
appreciation of what they have done 
for me. When my term as speaker ex- 
pires I will be out of politics temporarily, 
but not so much so that I will not avail 
myself of every opportunity to assist in 
the Blue Ridge circuit any of these loval 
supporters of. mine, or any of mp many 
friends all over the state who have been 
so Kind in their expressions of approval 
and support.’

GEORGIANS AS PIONEERS. 


C. A. Walker Tells of Their Part in 
Development of the 
West. 

Charles A. Walker, president of ghe 
Mosquito Range Mining Company, of 
Leadville, Colo., has just returned to his 
native staie for a visit. Mr. Walker, 
while very enthusiastic over the western 
country, still has a place in his heart for 
Georgia that is quite different from any- 
thing else. He has been one of the suc- 
cessful business men of the west and 
stands at the ‘head of a company or- 
ganized under the laws of Colorado in 
1903, and although still young, has made 
a great showing. é 

Mr. Walker says that the Georgian is 
sure of a warm welcome in that part of 
the country, and very justly so, as Geor- 
gians were among the first to open up 
the rich lands and make possible the fu- 
ture developments. Of the three men who 
were the first to discover the fabulous 
riches in this section of Colorado all 
were southerners and two were Geor- 
gians, J. H. Gregory and Green Russell. 

Mr.. Gregory left Georgia in 1858 and 
journeyed to Fort Laramie as a mule 
driver of a government team. Later he 
left Fort Laramie on a prospecting trip 
up Clear creek, Disappointed on his first 
trip he returned the following year with 
a couple of companions and the first 
three days’ labor of these three is said to 
have netted the party over $1,000. Later 
developments proved that the bed rock 
was richer still. 

Mr. Russell was a miner in Dahlonega 
and while still a boy was placed in charge 
of one of the mines which he left to go 
west in the stampede of 1849. After 
many discouragements and failures he 
visited Gregory’s find and discovered a 
more productive field on Clear creek, now 
known as Russell guich. He carried with 
him a party, many of whom were Geor- 
gians, and proved thimself such an ideal 
leader that the very fact that a man was 
a Georgian came to be accepted as a 
Synonym for success. California Gulch, 
Georgia Bar, Lost Canon and Washing- 
ton Gulch were among the rich camps 
discovered at this time. 

In 1862 Mr. Russell and some of his 
folowers headed for Texas for the pur- 
pose of casting his fortunes with the con- 
federacy, but all were captured in Texas. 
They were returned to Denver and pa- 
roled. Afterwards he journeyed into In- 
dian Territory, where he is supposed to 
be buried.

Urmond's Attorney Moves To 
Dismiss Writ on Demurrer 


Sharp Legal Battle Begins, and Both 
Sides Make Strong Points 
About Contempt Proceed- 
ings—Case Continued 
Next Saturday. 


a 


The question of Justice Walter K. 
Ormond’s right and power to try Chief 
John W. Ball for contempt of court was 
taken up by Judge Lumpkin yesterday 
morning and one of the most interest- 
ing and unique investigations ever held 
in the state was begun. Attorney Reu- 
ben Arnold, for Justice Ormond, and 
City Attorney Maysog fr Chief Ball, 
were pitted against each other in a legal 
battle which promises to go on record 
as one of the warmest ever heard in the 
court house of this county. 

The most intense interest is felt in the 
case not only by the parties at issue, but 
by a large number of lawyers and citi- 
zens. The chief of police of Atlanta 
threatened with being sent to jail by a 
justice of the peace because he did not 
detain a prisoner on a warrant, but let 
the prisoner leave the police barracks 
when he knew that the warrant existed. 
The chief, to prevent the justice from 
trying him for contempt, took out a pro- 
hibition writ to restrain the justice and 
yesterday morning Judge Lumpkin was 
called upon to say whether or not the 
writ should be enforced’ or dismissed. 
If enforced, then Justice Ormond could 
not try the chief of police for contempt; 
if dismissed, the chief must appear be- 
fore the justice and say why he should 
not be fined or imprisoned for contempt. 

There were present among the large 
audience Deputy Sheriff Jones and At- 
torney Wi H. Withers, who were jointly 
indicted by the United States grand jury 
on a charge of alleged collusion growing 
out of the same case; Attorneys Harvey 
Hill and Shepard Bryan, who represented 
the prisoner, Harding or Blazer, the 
.cause of al] the trouble; Solicitor C. D. 
Hill, and many members of the Atlanta 
bar and a large delegation of prominent 
citizens. 

The case was opened by Attorney Ar- 
nold moving to dismiss the writ on de- 
murrer. This meant that he was willing 
to admit all that Chief Ball charged in 
the writ, and that the petition should be 
dismissed on -the face of it without hear- 
ing any evidence. . 

Mr. Arnold went over the history of 
the ‘case, reading Chief Ball's allegations 
and Justice Ormond’s answer, On April 
15, he said, Attorney Withers swore out 
a warrant for Harding, who was then in 
Chief Ball's custody, and the charge was 
cheating and swindling. The warrant 
was given to Deputy Sheriff Jones to 
serve and he and Officer Abbott took the 
Warrant to the police barracks where 
Chief Ball was put on notice that such 
& warrant exiSted. Chief Ball refused 
to let the deputy sheriff have the pris- 
oner, but turned Harding over to a de- 
tective who spirited him out of the city. 
and state. For this Justice Ormond cited 
Chief Ball to appear before him for con- 
tempt. 

In the course of the argument Mr. Ar- 
nold made the _ following interesting 
points: 

“This case in its essence is that a per- 
son said to be in contempt contradicts the 
facts at issue and then goes off to get 
another court to pass upon them. Justice 
Ormond cited Chief Ball to appear for 
contempt and the presumption is, and 
this court should so hol, that Justice 
Ormond will properly decide the case 
when it comes up before him. 

“Why, if this thing is allowed to go 


on, the chief of police can ignore any 
writ from any court and turn a prisoner 
Over to any strolling vagabond of a de- 
tective who may chance to come along. 

“A justice of the peace can only fine 
a person five dollars or imprison him five 
hours for contempt, but nevertheless the 
jurisdiction of his court is as sound as 
that of any higher court. 

Judge Ormond’s Position. 

“A writ of prohibition is to prevent an 
officer from doing something that is cer- 
tainly and clearly without his jurisdic- 
tion. The question here simply has 
Justice Ormond the jurisdiction and pow- 
er to punish for cOntempt? The. facts 
about the contempt is for him to inves- 
tigate and him alone. 

“There seem to be some pg@ople ag- 
grieved because Justice Ormond has the 
nerve and grit to do what he believes to 
be right, and to him the chief of police 
is no bigger man than any other citizen 
Or litigant.

Aristocrats at barcelona Cried 
“Down With Liberty,” 


_Which Gives Birth to Many Rev- 
olutions—Many Collisions Be- 
tween the Aristocrats and 
the Workingmen.

Barcelona, May 7,—Your correspondent 
happened to be at the office of the chief 
organ of the Spanish republicans, La 
Publicidad, when the building and its in- 
mates weré attacked by an aristocratic 
mob, that shouted for the blood of their 
enemies. Seen from an. upper window 
the blue-blooded. mob came down Barce- 
‘lona’s Broadway in three columns. There 
were many well known dukes, princes 
and counts ‘belonging to the reactionary 


|} premier’s Maura party, also a great many 
army officers and petty officials of the 


government who were shouting for their 
bread and butter, as it were—probably 
2,000 or 3.000 people. They came direct- 
ly from high mass, held in honor of the 
saving of Maura from a half-crazed as- 
sissin. As they marched along Rambla 
street. they shouted all the time: ‘‘Down 
with liberty." “Down with the republi- 
eans,’’ “Long live Maura,”’ The loudest 
shouterg were some twenty monks. 
Bloody Heads. 

All along the ling there were collisions 
between the aris®@crats and passing 
workmen, who shouted back defiance at 
the persons, who, they claim, are en- 
deavoring to turn Spain into an entailed 
estate for the benefit of aristocrats and 
monks. When the party arrived in front 
of the newspaper office, your correspond- 
ent saw many bleeding heads, arms end 
hands, but the sight of blood made the 
mob only the more eager for trouble, it 
seems. 

When the aristocrats drew wu» in front 
of the building they may have numbered 
2.000. They set up a deafening roar 
with their threats and demonstrations. 
They said they would cut the editors to 
pieces and make mince meat out of the 
laborers, who set the type of the hated 
sheet, which, by the way, has the larg- 
est circulation tn Spain. The typos and 
editors were at the windows shouting for 
the success of the republic, and defying 
the aristocrats to come in and get them. 

Republicans Well Prepared. 

If they had aecepted tk invitation, a 
blood bath would have been the conse- 
kuence, for there were fully 500 republi- 
inside the building, eacn of whom 
carried a revolver. There were also a 
number of rifles of the latest pattern 
Whether the aristocrats surmised 
your correspondent does not know. 
any rate they refrained from entering 
the building, though threatening all the 
time to break into the counting room 
and chop its contents ifito kindling 
wood. «<A number of army officers with 
drawn swords and half a hundred monks 
armed with clubs, made the greatest 
amount of noise, but carefully refrained 
from exposing themselves to danger. 
While the aristocrats were still demons 
strating and doing nothing, the civil 
governor drove up and appealed to them 
in impassioned language to withdraW and 
not spill their noble blood ‘‘for those dogs 
of republicans.’” At the same time a 
company of gendarmes arrived and drew 
up in front of the nawspaper office. Then 
the noblemen asserted that they had 
“vindicated their honor,’ and withdrew, 
making faces. i 

The newspaper building is being turn- 
ed into a fortress. There is a hose line 
accessible at each window to throw hot 
water on beseigers, and each and every 
employee is armed to the teeth. —

AUSTRIANS ASK 
CIVIL MARRIAGE 


General Demand Made on 
Reichstag for Passage 
of Bill.

Vienna, May 7.—The government con- 
tinues to receive petitions for the intro- 
duction of civil marriage which prevails 
in Hungary, having proved satisfactory 
to the people. The petitioners insist that 
a bill be introduced during the fall gses- 
sioh. They are anxious to have it pass- 
ed in the lifetime of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, as the heir presumptive, Arch- 
duke Ferdinand, has a well founded rep- 
uation for bigotry, and may be expected 
to veto the measure if he gets the chance.

Place or Thing. Here, However, Is a Picture of the Historic Old Gate 
Which Has Given Its Name to the Turkish Foreign Department.

ONSTANTINOPLE, April 26.— 
Whenever Turkey figures in the 
news—and as a_ constantly dis- 

turbing element in WPuropean poli- 

tics she does it almost daily— 
the phrase “sublime porte,” gen- 
erally appears. It occurs in all diplo- 
matic corespondence relating to the af- 
fairs of the sultan’s troublesome king- 
dom. Many readers imagaine that the 
words form one of the titles of the ‘Sick 

Man of the East.” Others may know 

that it is the name bestowed on the 

Turkish foreign department, But few 

are aware whence it is derived. AS a 

matter of fact, the “Sublime Porte’ is 

the main entrance to the ancient Sera- 
glio, and fallen into decay and neglect, 
ag shown in the accompanying photo- 
graph, it is now merely a rather pic- 
turesque old gate, with nothing sublime 
about it. unless it be its evident hoary 
antiquity. The large building shown on 
the left of the picture is the compara- 
tively new foreign office—the real 
“Porte’’ to which reference is Often 
made.

as a principal entrance to the old Ser- 
aglio, which, down to the end of the 
second Mahmud’s reign, was the great 
Palace of the sultan—the Yildiz Kiosk 
courts full of beautiful trees dnd bor- 
dered by the council chamber and other 
Official buildings of the government. 

Although much that was interesting 
was destroyed by a fire which swept 
the palace in 1863, some of the ancient 
glories remain inside the gateway. The 
council chamber, though in an advanc- 
ed state of decay, still stands. Then 
there are the mint, the celebrated treas- 
ury where uncut jewels, gold embroid- 
ered clothing, and wonderfully mounted 
arms are stored in enormous quantities, 
the armory which once was the church 
of St. Irene, and a museum. About the 
sadly neglected gardens are scattered 
several small kiosks, one containing the 
imperia) library, another some specially 
fine tiles, and still another the prison 
cells, in which the former sultans shut 
Up for life the princes who disturbed 
the royal peace of mind. 

From these gardens one may hdve a 
wonderful view of the Bospherous, the 
Asiatic shore and the sea of Marmora 
across the narrow jutting of land known 
as Seraglio Point.

London April 29.—‘‘Bevare of Vidders!” 
The wisdom of that memorable piece 
of advice given by the elder Weller to 
his son, is strikingly exemplified in the 
story that Mes behind the display made 
in the window of a feminine tobaccon- 
ist’'s shop, in Shaftsbury avenue, of a 
huge jam pot, around which a big arti- 
fiicial fiy is buzzing, together with 
“Breach of Promise Cigars,’ which at 
present are selling like the proverbial 
hot cakes at six pence each. 

The proprietor of the shop, Mrs. Geor- 
giana Ada Frasier, is a widow. The 
jam pot typifies herself. The fly stands 
for the man from whom she obtained 
$3,000 the other day for breach of 
promise. The particular appropriateness 
of the allegorical illustration of ‘the 
case lies in its reference to a letter which 
was read in court wherein the victim of 
her ripe charms had likened himself 
to “a fly buzzing about a jam pot and 
occasionally getting a bit.’ The cigars 
at sixpence each represents the price 
which those who see the joke are ex- 
pected to pay for it, Evidently Mrs. 
Frasier’s wits have been considerably 
sharpened by over forty years’ exper- 
jience in life’s joys and sorrows. And 
though age has ripened, ie has not di- 
minished her beauty. 

The story of the idol which terminated 
so unfortunately is almost as funny as 
the means which Mrs. Frasier has taken 
recently to make still more money out 
of it. To begin with it was in the un- 
sympathetic guise of rent collector that 
James Outridge Spindelow first entered 
Mrs. Frasier's shop and, to use his own 
expression, began buzzing around the 
‘jam pot.”

N the sinking of the battleship 

Petropaviovsk off Port Arthur Rus- 

sia not only lost one of her most 
able naval officer in the person of Ad- 
mira] Makaroif, but her greatest painter, 
M. Vassili Verestchagin. Indeed, in ar- 
tistic circles, Mr. Verestchgin held a 
unique position. He may truthfully be 
be described as the greatest ang most 
realistic painter of war scenes the world 
has ever seen. 

Curiously enough he depicted battle 
Scenes because he had a contempt for 
glorifying, but rather sought to an- 
nihilate it by showing the horrors of it. 
‘“‘War,’’ he declared bitterly, ‘is a stupid 
s: mrt, and a battlefield the stupidest 
Place in the world. Here are men wound-

Mr. Verestchagin went to the front with 
the Grand Duke Boris. Moving, as he 
did, in the highest society, it was not dif- 
ficult for him to obtain permission to ac- 
company Admiral Makaroff in, his flag- 
ship when he embarked on his last tragic 
journey against the powerful Japanese 
fleet. His object, of course, was to wit- 
ness the horrors of a naval fight, so that 
he could all the better depict it on can- 
Vas. 

Through the courtesy of the proprietors 
of the “Strand Magazine,’’ we are enabled 
to reproduce a portrait of this famous 
artist, and. what more Interesting. still, 
photographs of some of his most famous 
paintings. Everyone must admit that 
thev depict the horrors cf war so terribly 
that our flesh almost creeps as we gaze 
upon them. 

Take, for instance, the one entitled 
“The Execution of Nihilists," M. Verest- 
chagin saw it himself. These men are 
guilty of taking the life of the Czar 
Alexander. ‘‘The Road to Plevna,” thick 
with doubled-up corpses half buried in 
the snow, the only living creatures being 
the carrion crows hovering over their 
ghastly prey, is the road as the artist 
saw it with his own eyes. ‘‘All Quiet at 
Shipka,”’ is another terrible war picture.

Then we see the 
drifts mounting round the motionless fig- 
ure. In the final scene only the point of

“T also took part in the Bulgarian war. 
I was engaged in the blowing up of the 
Turkish monitor in the Danube, when I 
was wounded. I nave been through every- 
thing, believe me, in my determination to

connected with warfare. I have taken 
part in almost every kind of operation. 
I have charged with infantry, and:I have 
even led soldiers on to the assault. I 
have taken p%rt in cavalry skirmishes, 
and in a wound I once received, which 
nearl- cost me. my life, I aad an oppor- 
tunity of studying hospital life. I have 
Sketched in battle while bullets were 
whistling round and shells bursting close 
to where I was standing. On these occa- 
sions I couid never overcome the horrid 
consciousness that 1 was’ going to be 
I always felt death near, and

The writer sat comfortably in the cozy 
pilot house, with the seriou8s-eyed young 
m#&n from the Pike street mission house, 
who was going over to the hospital on 
Staten dsland to visit the sick sailors, 
taking them various little comforts, not 
the least of which was the kindly sym-

Slipping through the waters of New

What abundance, comfort, care, there ex- 
tends to the most abject menial! The 
veriest scullion has such a supérabund- 
ance that he can pose aaa Denefactor be- 
fore the tramp. 

“tT will!” What a dattle-royal has pre- 
ceded and made possible those talismanic 
words! Fear, shame, pride, have been 
met and conquered. “I have sinned’ is 
the correlate of ‘I will arise.’’ Confes- 
sion absolute and frank, without apology 
or plea in abatement, shall be made. The 
penalty. and consequence of apostasy, dis- 
inheritance, servitude instead or sonship, 
shall be assumed without a syllable of 
complaint. 

It is done. But how different the sequel] 
from that which the prodigal]! anticipated! 
He is met long before he can reach the 
door where he expected to make his con- 
fession and prefer his modest requcst. 
The father's compassion, how admirable! 
Kiss of reconciliation, how sweet! The 
first robe, rich dyed and embroidered, 
cast about the bare and sunburnt should- 
ers. The signet .of rank is placed upon 
the wan finger. Bare feet, mark of serv- 
itude, are shod with the sandals of a free 
man. Now follows the joyous banquet. 

The murmuring Pharisees can not but 
see themselves portrayed in the elder son, 
with his ill-formed, ‘ill-natured protest. 
The true Messiah had come to heal the 
sick, raise the dead, find the lost. Will 
the hale, the unstrayed, those who do Lot 
need His kindly offices, begrudge them to 
their brothers, whose plight is so pitia- 
ble and desperate? The climax is reached, 
the plea unanswerable.

The primary use of the parable of the 
Prodigal Son must not be lost sight of in 
its evangelical ard modern applications. 
By it Jesus sought to justify His kindly 
and familiar bearing toward publicans 
and sinners, at which the Pharisees and 
scribes were so outraged. He showed the 
renegade of Israel as still the object ot 
Divine compassion, his restoration possi- 
ple—a thing He earnestly sought. 

In its universal, gospel application this 
‘pearl of parables’’ pictures sin as a re- 
volt against a beneficient Heavenly Fath- 
er, whose law is right and just and good.

Here is mirrorred the freedom of the 
will. The son has his own way. He is 
not let or hindered, except by the plead- 
ings Of love and its faithful warnings. 


Who .shall ever number the sinners to 
whom this parable has been the “open 
sesame’ to a new life? Blessed be the 
day in which it was spoken! “I will 
arise!’’ ‘Father, I have sinned!’’ The 
Heavenly Father meets the returning 
prodigal in the way. 


‘“‘Lost!"”” “‘Dead!"" Hefe is no aninifying 
of the prodigal’s fallen state. Lost to 
God; lost to heaven; dead in trespasses 
and sings!

The far country is not a matter of geog- 
raphy.

*““Endeavoring to Keep the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peaz:.’’—Ephesians, 
iv, 3. ? 

Quite a good deal is being said in these 
latetr days about Christian unity, some 
of it wise, much of it otherwse. It 1s 
worth while to inquire, wherein is the 
unity of the Christian church? And what 
sort of union is desirable and to be ex- 
pected in ‘order that the church May 
more efficiently fulfil its a a deccmmeg 
ed mission? 

1. Christian unlon does nok consist of 
visible, organic. union—that is, the union 
of all Christians in one ecclesiastical or- 
ganization, which would mean that there 
should be only one church Organization 
in the world, and all Christians should 
belong to it. 

To expect any such unian is the merest 
dream of a vivid imagination, It is not 
desirable, 
is it what our Lord prayed for. The 
church of Rome may set up its exclusive 
claim upon that line, and one or two 
Protestant sects may lean in the same 
direction, but it remains that the union 
needed asd to be worked for is not that 
sort which brings all followers of our 
Lord into One mammoth ecclesiastical 
body. 

This kind of church unjon is not the 
real unity of the church, nor is It desir- 
able or possible for several reasons: 

F.rst, because of the insuperable dif- 
ficulty of settling upon one particular 
form of church government. Necessarily 
if all Christians are to fe in one body, 
that body must have some form of gov- 
ernment. But what form will that be? 
Will we settle upon the comgregational 
form, as the Baptists have it? Will it 
be the Presbytérian form of govern- 
ment? Or will it be the Episcopa! form? 
Which of the bocies of Christians will 
Surrender its cherished form of govern- 
ment and adopt that of the other body? 
If there is to be but one church organiza- 
tion, who is to decide the question as to 
what it shall be? Will those of the 
congregational form of government, who 
eall their preachers, come over to those 
of the Methodist persuasion and have 
their preachers sent to them by an ap- 
pointing power? Will Methodists give 
up thcir itinerancy and choose their pas- 
tors? 

Here is the supreme difficulty of set- 
ting up an exclusive claim by any one 
bady of Christians to be the one and 
only church. I start out as an honest 
inquirer on the hunt for the church of 
God in the world, for there @re many 
bodicg of Christians and some of whom 
cry, ° Lo, here is Christ, and here alone. 
All others are false.’’ Who is to settle 
the question for me? The onlv answer 
ig that the church is not found anywhere 
under Only one form of government, but 
it is found everywhere under a variety 

f forms. 

Even if it were desirable, which it ifs 
not, the utter impossibility of uniting all 
Christians in one great body is an un- 
answerable argument against any such 
idea of Christian unity as is being urged 
these latter days by.some good but mis- 
taken people. 

Secondly, the Scriptures nowhere pre- 
scribe-any particular form of church gov- 
ernment, this being left an open ques- 
tion. And so where the Scriptures are 
silent we do well to be silent so far 
as pressing any one form upon others as 
being the scriptural idea. If it had been 
Sg all-important as some declare of in- 
cluding all Christians in one visible body, 
surely God's word would have given us 
more light upon the point, and would 
have definitely prescribed the form need- 
As to the form of church govern- 
it is left for each body of Chris- 
tians to settle for itself, for what would 
suit one country or age of the world 
| would not suit another, just as the mode 
of baptism and the manner of taking the 
sacrament are left open, no mode or man- 
ner of doing these things being laid down 
‘in the book. He who makes any such 
claim has eyes to see what is not writ- 
ten in the Scriptures, 

God prescribes government in church 
‘and state, but not any particular form 01 
‘government. He no more lays down Con- 
gregationalism, Presbyterianism or Epis- 
-copacy in the church than He commands 
a kingdom, an empire or a republic in the 
state. All this left open to be de- 
cided bg the wise discretion of men in all 
lands and in all ages of the world, for 
what will suit one age might not suit an- 
other, and what weuld be adapted to one 
part of the earth would not be suited to 
the other.

The real chureh of Christ is a spiritual] 
superstructure and the outward form of 
government is but the scaffolding, which 
wil! be torn away at the last day. How 
foolish to lay such great stress upon that 
which is merely incidental to the build- 
ing? And equally foolish would it be to 
undertake to make every ecclesiastical 
contractor in this great Christian 
perstructure build his scaffolding after 
one pattern? Just so the scaffolding is 
Secure and answers the design for which 
it is put up, this is sufficient. It is not 
more necessary to have one form of 
church government than it is to have one 
particular pattern of scaffolding, which 
must be used by every builder. And as 
it was never intended that every butlder 
Should use one pattern in that which is 
merely incidental, so it was never de- 
signed nor is it to be expected, that every 
church shall be fashioned alike outwardly 
in its government. 

The particular form of inclosure In 
which to protect and thwuse the Lord's 
Sheep is altogether immaterial, nor will 
tt make the sheep any more secure for al] 
under shepherds to have one pattern of 
fence and one kind of fold for the Lord's 
sheep. Really this is so very unimportant 
that it is hardly worth while to spend 
time and breath in discussing it. 

Fourthly, we might have organic union 
among Christians, and yet overlook and 
lack that real oneness for which the Lord 
Jesus prayed, which jis in the sight of 
men and of angels of great price. Illus- 
trations of Wiis proposition are seen all

See 
how frequently individual! churches of the 
same faith and order, a unit so far as 
outward form of government is concern- 
ed, yet divided, separated in heart, torn 
asunder by strife, a standing advertise- 
ment of the absence of that real unity,

time, there is a visible unity, one only 
in form! 

On the other hand, 
real Christian union 
different faiths, nor with the same goy- 
ernment. Presbyterians, Congregational- 
ists and Methodists engage in union ser- 
vices, seeking to do a common work of 
saving sinners, banded together in fight- 
ing a common foe, mutually recognizing 
@ach other -not only as Christians, but 
acknowledging each other's church as 
ecriptural, taking the sacrament. to- 
gether, no one denying the baptism of 
the other. Here !s a unity a thousand 
times more impurtant and much more 
desirable than the mere union of these 
forces upon some particular ecclesiastical 
governmental platform. And this is the 
kind of union needed, practical and to be 
sought for, without which union all other 
sorts go for naught and are to be brushed 
aside, 

The greatest calamity to 
tian chureh is not that it 
into various religious bodies. 
er one might be the union 
one mammoth body, attended many 
evils not now present in the church. It 
is very much wiser and better to have 
the Christian world divided into various 
denominations. 

More people are in the church because 
of these various divisions, for the rea- 
eon that a greater number are suited 
in their tastes as to forms 
ment and views as to creeds. 

Another advantage is the competition 
or generous rivalry existing between 
the various Christlan sects, and hence 
mofe evangelical and benevolent work is 
done in the aggregate. 

Again, one denomination 
upon another in many ways. 
we are saved from the corruption 
the word of God, for no one sect 
change that word without being 
to account by other sects. 

So that the division of the Chiistian 
church into many branches is nut by 
any means the greater evil. The history 
of the church during the dark ages might 
teach us sOme lessons of the perils 
which would beset the present day 
church were there only one denomina- 
tion. 

2. Scriptura] unity does not consist in 
oneness of creed among Christians, First, 
because it ts intellectually impossible 
for all men to see alike on non-essen- 
tials. Nor are they required to Go so 
in order to be saved. Neither is it es- 
sential in order. to have intelligent, 
scriptural unity among Christians. If 
this be denied, then we ask, in all 
candor, how in the name of reason will 
you ever unite.exclusive immersionists 
and those who believe inm~affusion as 
taptism is on organization? Tens of 
thousands of Methodists, Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists, Lutherans and Epis- 
copalians would find it absolutely !mpos- 
sible to believe, with an open Bible be- 
fore them, that water baptism is re- 
stricted alone to dipping. And they are 
sincere in their views after intelligent 
investigation. So there are other points 
of ctrine where it would be simply 
out of the question to make ever; body 
see alike. 

Christian unity does not consist in 
mere uniformity of creed, but, union in 
fundamentals. Saving faith in Christ 
as the one and only Savior, pardon of sin 
through the atoning blood, regeneration 
by the Holy Spirit, all evidencing itself 
in holy living—these are the essentials. 
Other things are non-essentials. 

There is, however, much more doctrinal 
uniformity among Christians than they 
get credit for. No ehurch of any pre- 
tensions but believes in the apostles’ 
creed, which contains the essential mat- 
ters of doctrine, commonly ” received 
among us. Here is the common platform 
of Christianity, upon which all may 
stand, even though there be a multitude 
of minor differences on doctrine. 

Why should it be necessary 
Christians to believe alike 
little point of doctrine? Moreover, 
is simply impossible, for there are 
men of many minds.”’ 
as we are, and never intended all 
should see alike on every question. 

Physicians do not agree in the prac- 
tice of medicne, for often there is a wide 
difference of views among these worthy 
men, but there may be union among 
them. Certainly, all of them are united 
in relieving human suffering and saving 
human Hilfe. 

Lawyers differ with each 
they may be in harmony. 
not harmonize upon the same Plan of 
selling goods, yet they are all engaged 
in the one work of merchandizing. Farm- 
ers differ very materially as to the 
methods of farming, but al} are engaged 
in making the best crops possible. 

So all Christians need not intellectually 
agree as to methods, forms, plans, and 
many other things. It is not needful 
that they should all agree in order thut 
the largest and .best results should be 
gathered. Just so they are united upon 
the one great end of bringing sinners to 
Christ—this is sufficient. 

All this talk of getting the whole 
Christian world into one church, is a 
mere dream. ‘It is too impracticable to 
be ever realized. How will it be brought 
about? And what body of Christians 
will be the first to give up some of its 
most cherished views, even though they 
be immaterial, and adopt the views 
cthers? Who is going to change the 
very nature of the human mind, and 
make us all see alike upon minor duc- 
trinal. points? The very thought of suc}, 
a thing Is absurd, 

Moreover, where are the vast benefits 
to accrue from having all Christians in 
one visible church arganization. It may 
be a very pretty conceit of the mind, a 
sort of poetic fancy, but nothing very 
practicable would come out of it. On 
the other hand, many evils might arise 
therefrom. Certainly the perils would 
largely overbalance the benefits. 

But some one says, “Why not 
come together and ali unite upon 
Bible?’ 

T answer that the question I!mplies upon 
its face what is not true, viz., that the 
various branches of the one Christian 
church, simply because they are in sep- 
arate organizations, are not united upon 
the Bible. I know of no Christian c@urch 
which does ngt hold to and stand upon 
this one book. This is the foundation 
stone of Protestanism, and is that which 
distinguishes it from Romanism. And 
if we are not united upon the Bible, ic

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HW mem occupy more conspicuous 

positions in the public eye of At- 

lanta than Chief W. R. Joyner, of 
the fire department, and Chief John W. 
Ball, of the police department, the men 
who protect the lives and property of the 
taxpayers of Atlanta. 

Whenever the clang of the fire 
nounces a conflagration within the city 
limits the curious ones gather on the 
corners and watch the apparatus dash 
on ite mission of property saving. Day 
or night the alarm brings out a corps 
of well drilled mem who hourly endanger 
life and limb to save the property of 
others. At their head and the most en- 
ergetic among this band of fire fighters 
is Chief Joyner.

It is not the purpose of this brief 
article to compare two city departments 
which tn their own sphere fill a public 
need, but rather to tell something of the 
two men who hold the reins that control 
the two departments. 

Both Chief Ball and Chief Joyner are 
Georgians by birth and both were raised 
near Atlanta. Both the police and fire 
department have lebored under great dis- 
advantages at times. The greatest handi- 
cap of the police department in the past 
has been its domination by politics and 
politicians. This feature has been ¢lim- 
inated to a great extent during Chief 
Rall’s administration of the past three 
years amd the chief has been chief in 
fact as well as in name. Politics still 
prevails in the police department to a 
greater or less extent, but Chief Ball

and te has ‘brought the department up to 
a high standard of efficiency and during 
his administration the police department 
has done better work than ever before 
in its history. 

Politias was eliminated from the fire 
die partment more than eighteen years 
ago, when Chief Joyner first became its 
chief and the fire department has been 
poor soil for tthe work of politicians. 
Though there is a board of fire masters 
this board turns the department over to 
Joyner and he conducts it accord- 
hig own ideas. Every man in the 
is hired and dscharged by 
the chief. An insufficiency of apparatus 
and small appropriation have at times 
hampered Chief Joyner, but the fact that 
the Atlanta fire department is regarded 
as one of the most efficient in the world 
is evidence of how well Chief Joyner has 
conducted its affairs. 

CHIEF OF POLICE BALL, 
HIS OFFICIAL RECORD 

The man who is Atlanta’s guardian of 
peace, who preserves Order, prose- 
cutes lawlessness, protects homes and 
watches over the life and property of the 
people, Chief John W. Ball, has had three 
years in which to demonstrate that he is 
capable of filling ome of the most im- 
portant Offices connected with the public 
welfare, 

To see Chief Ball upon the streets or 
riding his horse in a parade is to look 
upon a man well made physically, of 
“fine form and striking countenance.” 
Wihen on “dress parade,”’ as it were, 
Chief Ball can vite with any police chief 
in the country. Many have been the 
compliments bestowed upon him when 
public occarions have called ovt a Dat- 
talion of police. 

But it takes something more than mere- 
ly a commanding presence to make a g00d 
chief of police. How is Chief Ball in 
his office? How is he when he comes 
in contact with the people? How is he 
when he has to deal with his men? How 
is he in the private walke of life? 

It takes a Man who ig atrictly honest 
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ew fill the position of police chief. No 


more honest man than Chief Ball ever 
wore a police uniform. A man must be 
absolutely truthful to be a chief of po- 
lice and hold the respect of his men and 
the people. Chief Ball's veracity has 
never been questioned. He must be sober, 
industrious, patient and cool amidst ex- 
citing scenes. All these is Chief Ball. 

On one occasion, when he was a pa- 
trolman, C.i.c. Ball arrested a white man 
who was maddened with drink. The 
man pulled a pistol from his pocket and 
pushed the muzzie into Officer Ball's 
face. That officer, perfectly cool and 
collected, quickly ducked his head, at the 
Same time stepping forward and seizing 
the man Dy the throat. The pistol was 
fired, but the bullet passed over the offi- 
cer’s head. 

Several years ago a poor young man 
from the country came to Atlanta to get 
work. He had no money and very few 
friends. He secured work as the driver 
of a horse car on the Whitehall street 
line. He worked hard and was faithful, 
although he earned but meager wages. 
He made friends while driving the car 
and they got him on the police force as 
a supernumerary. He was soon made a 
regular. As a patrolman he attracted the 
attention of his superior officers by his 
conduct and by the manner in which he 
carried out the law. In a few years he 
became a sergeant. Then a political up- 
Neaval in the police department made 
him a patrolman again; but not for long, 
for when the first vacan@y occurred he 
was reinstated as a sergeant. His next 
step was into a captain's place, and from 
that he became the chief executive of the 
department.

viable eondition. He -has served in 
every capacity from hoseman to chief 
and is thoroughly familiar with the du- 
ties of a fireman and the requirements of 
the office. Through his familiarity with 
the workings of the department he has 
been able to select men who are especial- 
ly fitted for the positions they fill. The 
matter of choSing firemen is left entirely 
with him and the first requirement of 
an applicant for a fireman’s place is that 
he be a gentleman in every sense of the 
word. In following this policy Chief 
Joyner has surrounded himself with a 
body of manly gentlemen, who appear to 
advantage at all times and under any 
circumstance and who are interested in 
their work and regard their leader not 
only as a superior officer but as a 
friend. 

Chief Joyner has aSsocfated closely 
with the firemen and has faught each 
man that his place depends, not upon his 
political affiliation and pull, but solely 
upon his efficiency and attention to duty. 
In this way the fire department is more 
like a big family than a city department 
and it is regarded as an honor to be 
classed in its membershTp. 

The record that Chief. Joyner has made 
stands for itself and is surpassed by few, 
if any, fire chiefs in this country. He has 
fought fire at a great disadvantage at 
times when i@ appeared that the entire 
center of the city would be wiped out. 
With millions of dollars of property dt 
risk he has been able to extinguish dan- 
gerous blazes With a small loss. While 
his success is due in a great measure to 
his judgment and skill as a fire fighter, 
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He is the idol 
of the firemen and any one of them 
would follow fhim blindly into any dan- 
ger. There is never any need for Chief 
Joyner to call for volunteers to enter a 
burning building upon a perilous under- 
taking. It requires all his efforts to re- 
strain those who would follew him, 

And this, after all, is worth all the 
other hOnors that may be bestowed upon 
him.

Hs 
great “crown of thorns and cross of gold”’

cify Mankind wpon a cross of gold,” 
There will be considerable curiosity re- 
garding the oratorical features of the 
coming national conventions.

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RUSSIA AND RUSSIANS. 
AS SEEN BY AN ATLANTAN 


By Emily #. Park. 


OTEL DE FRANCE, St. Peters- 
burg, August 6.—TI have an 
indistinct recollection in my 
letter, of mixing up droskies 
and churches, dazzing magnificence 
and sack cloth and _=e ashes in 7 
startling way. That is just about as 
you see it. The more one sees of Pet- 
ersburg (no one says St. Petersburg), 
the greater it seems. The innumerable 
streets of splendid buildings, the sense 
of space everywhere, the beautiful Neva, 
the canals, the rush of traffic, the bril- 
liant shops, the mad driving and thund- 
ering of th @roskies, the magnificent 
black horses with flowing manes and 
tails, lightning steeds, impress one more 
and more. 

The Nevski Prospekt—the great street, 
apparently 150 feet wide, is the finest 
boulevard in. Europe, and the pride of 
every patriotic Russian heart. 

The street on which Hotel de France is 
situated, the Grand Morskala, jis itself 
impressive; our hotel is only half a block 
away from the Grand Archway leading 
into the great equare in front of the 
Winter palace, so that me have from our 
entrance a beautiful view of the palace 
and the stately Alexander column in 
the center. The Neva river fooks as 
wide as the Mississippi. and adds to the 
grand look of the city, making lovely 

waterscapes” everywhere. 

To begin a journalistic account of the 
sights we have seen, repeating myself 
no doubt, many times. After visiting the 
church of Peter and Paul, where the 
Russian czars and their families are 
buried, whose sarcophagi, costly ecarble 
though they be, are simple compared to 
the gorgeous shrines above them, we 
went to the National Art Gallery end the 
School of Mines. The former is by no 
means remarkable, although there is some 
excellent modern work and a few “old 
masters.’”’ and Canova's Magdalen, which 
is a gem in marble. 


Seem Very American. 

It is lined with stately buildings, ele- 
gant pAlaces, open iots, breathing 
spaces—and small wooden and brick ten- 
ements crowded together. With its four 
lines of carriages racing like mad, tear- 
ing up and down ‘at break neck speed, 
‘like a four deep chariot race in the 
egliseum of anscient Rome,” there is an 
impression of nervous haste, restless 
activity and exhilarating movement which 
makes this famous thoroughfare seem 
very American and New Yorkish. 

The rather. bored look soon wore off 
the tourist’s countenance jin the School of 
Mines, when, after passing through some 
stupid rooms of stone, and fossils, their 
eyes were dazzled with large blocks of 
amethyst and amber, malachite and lapis 
lazuli, of jasper and beryl—the largest 
in the world. The diagnonds, opals, tur- 
quoises, emeralds, were amazing. You 
should have seen the pearls just as they 
were found clinging to the oyster shells, 
one almost as large a8 qa partridge egg. 
You wonder when you the shrine, 
the palaces, the churches, blazing with 
jewels, “that far outshine the wealth of 
Ophir or of Ind,” if all Golconda‘s 
mines have been rifled to furnish forth 
this glittering splendor. The riddle is 
solved when you visit the School of 
Mines. The vast empire has resources 
as marvelous as the extent of her domain. 
If one wishes to be thoroughly impressed 
by Petersburg, one must do as we did— 
go first to Scandinavia and the North 
Cape—then come to Peter's city. There 
eould be no greater contrast. The maj- 
esty of nature, the splendor of art, God's 
simplicity, man's cuntffng. 

We next saw the little house which Pe- 
ter the Great built on one of the islands 
in the Neva with his own hands, how 
covered over by a large ‘building to pro- 
tect it, and used as a shrine where thou- 
sands resort to pray daily and offer 
waxen tapers as a tribute to the memory 
of the greatest man Russian ever pro- 
duced. What a colossal] will, what a 
genius for command, what a miracle- 
working brain this czar possessed, one 
can learn only in Petersburg. A marsh 
converted into a city, a half-savage horde 
changed into a civilized nation, a navy 
created, Peter was a giant, a Titan. lt 
was more remarkable that Russia coule 
give birth to such a man than that Rome 
should produce Caesar or France Napo- 
leon. I felt that he deserved all the jew- 
els adorning the icons in his plain little 
house—and your eyes ache to look at 
them—and if the prayers offered and the 
tears shed dally in this historic place are 
able to explate the great man’s sins, I 
am giad of it—howbelit, some of the 
wretched looking penitents appear too ig- 
norant even to have heard of Peter. 

I believe that one reason We Se such 
deep grief upon the faces of eome of the 
worshippers in the shrines and churches 
is that they are accustomed to come in 
the first outburst of grief, from the bed- 
side of the dead or dying, straight to 
the sanctuaries of their patron saints to

solation. Our instinct is to “shun 
fellows in deep distress: theirs to 
the church and its holy shrines. 


. Peter’s Little Hermitage. 
In the afternoon we went by 

Tsarskoe Selo and returned at I! at night, 
after attending a beautiful concert—the 
finest music in St. Petersburg—at Pavlosk. 
‘Tsarskoe Selo (imperia! village) is a grand 
park of many miles in extent, containing 
four palaces, that of the crown prince, 
Grand Duke Constantine, the czar's 
cle ani father of the queen of Greece, of 
Vladimir the czars brother, and the old 
palace begun by Peter and made’ famous 
by Catherine the Great and preceding 
monarchs. Here, too, is Peter's little 
Hermitage and Catherine’s celebrated pa- 
Vilion with rows of Greek columns and 
statuary and marble mantels exquisitely 
sculotured and vases, urns, elocks and ‘ta- 
bles of priceless value. Here she used to 
gather round her—sitting in her arm- 
chair, too unwieldy to walk, and ‘look- 
ing out upon the water and over gardens 
beautiful as fairyland—musicians, poets 
and painters, whose rivalries and petty 
jealousies amused her beyond any other 
pastime. The great old sinner! When 
you have seen her. statue and her por- 
traits and her roller chair, you conjure 


up a perfect picture of thie: Jemarheias 
in no particuldr, a female 


woman—small 

Peter the Great, with foresight and resolu- 
tion of a man, with the vanity and weak- 
ness of a womae Catherine was ad- 
mirable, generous, virtuous and contemp- 
tible in horrible vices. The old palace is 
full of her love of splendor and that-of 
the suceeding rulers of Russia. You.stand 
at one end, where the chape!l is, for: in- 
Stance, and you behold a vista—almost a 
quarter of a mile long—all gold and white 
and mirrors and crystal, The glitter and 
gilding are amazing; painting, sculpture, 
frescoing, reliefs, floors of intricate 
and beautiful patterns, walls covered with 
damask and finest china silk all add to 
the maenificence. There is the amber 
room—a present from Frederick the Great: 
cetling and walls, picture frames and or- 
naments and statuettes all of amber: there 
is the malachite room and the lapis lazuli 
room, the alabaster, and the blue glass, 
and the purple glass, the Japanese and 
the Chinese rooms—and a boudoir every 
panel of which seems covered with ex- 
quisite painting. Then you see the writ- 
ing and sleeping rooms of royalty, and 
the beds. whereupon these “high and 
mighty’ lay down to die. These last 
make you realize aS you turn to them 
with blinded by the progidal splen- 
dor about you, that “all is vanity under 
the sun.”’ 

You are relieved to get away from this 
oppressive grandeur into the magnificent 
park of shady avenues and stately trees— 
of fresh green grass and pure sweet 
flowers. A bird note, a glimpse of ‘the 
soft blue sky quiet the bewildered mind. 

The concert at Paviosk. bridliant and 
delightful, where the orchestra—almost 
entirely stringed instruments, and as per- 
fectly trained Colonne’s and Lamou- 
reux in Paris—was led by Lauber of Ber- 
lin, and where one was soothed’ and 
saddened at the same time—‘'I am ne’er 
merry when I hear sweet music’’—was a 
fitting close to ‘this full day in Peters- 
burg. 

Augtst 6. 

P, 8.—Don't be distressed 
write all this “at one stretch.” Inter- 
ruptions, conversations, and ‘what not’’ 
come in between the hurried scratcHing— 
begun one day and finished the next. 

Weather perfect—skies clear—no dust. 
We have worn light flannels every day 
since we left Hamburg.

The coats— 
gray—reach to their feet and have a heavy 
cape bsides—enough to Weigh a man 
down—not to speak of the heat. They 
are perhaps mere gossaMers compared 
to the heavy furs they cover themselves 
with in winter. These sweeping over- 
coats would certainly be curtailed by 
Peter the Great if that despotic giant 
were alive, as he once ordered every 
coat tail in Russia ruthlessly abbreviated 
in order to conform Ruesian dress to 
Kuropean fashion,

We had a charming ride in the moon- 
light last night, crossing the Neva several 
times. The flying panorama (for the 
rapid driving is nearer to flying than 
anything I Know was brilliant and 
beautiful. How the gleam of water and 
the flashing of lights enhance the view 
of a city. I have told you of the dros- 
kies? Well, they are the most ridiculous 
vehicles in the world, except the little 
hippity-hoppity, rippity-downity, Irish 
jaunting carts; yet after you become ac- 
customed to the swaying motion they are 
as fascinating as the Venetian gondolas. 
In this low vehicle, on four wheels, not 
more than a foot and a half from the

HIS is the story of the Atlanta rail- 
Tree world when it was still young, 
together with some of the men who 
\played an important part in the upbuild- 
ing of the city.’ Incidentally it dates 
back to a period when everything ran 
wide open with the roulette wheels and 
'faro banks running all night and the 
}grocery stores selling whisky by day. It 
includes that era when men went after 
railroad business and got it with plenty 
of fighting and long expense bills on the 
‘side. It tells of the days when Yankee 
Jim and John Malorne and Penn Bedell 
were abroad in the land and especially 
around the old Kimball house corner 
bucking the tiger from Marietta to Wall 
Btreet among the other gamblers or sell- 
ing chips for all comers in games which 
they~themselves established and ran until 
they’ had made large sums of money or 
went broke according to the attitude of 
the fickle goddess. 

The story was told to The Constitution 
reporter by that veteran railroad man, 
A. A. Vernoy, passenger agent of the 
Southern, better known to a host of 
friends as Alf Vernoy. It was brouglit 
about by the presence of pany noted 
Southern officials in this city during 
the week and the absence of the. late 
William Armstrong Turk, who has al- 
ways been such a conspicuous figure at 
Similar gatherings in the past. 

“Atianta has been a great place for 
the congregating of railroad men since— 
well, this long time. Wait a minute 
and V’ll show you something.’ 

Then it was that Mr. Vernoy dived 
down among his office Larates and 
Penates and pulled out a large photo- 
graph yellow with age, but still suf- 
ficiently clear for the above reprodue- 
tion. It was a group of Atlanta railroad 
men taken in 1884, many of whom have 
eince become eminently prominent in 
railroad and other walks of life and still 
others who have gone on to the last great 
terminus from which there is no return- 
ing. Atlantans generally have so muycp 
to talk about in the immediate present 
or in planning for the future of a still 
greater Atlanta that the p&ast is very 
often relegated to oblivion. But in the 
interesting talk-of Mr. Vernoy the turn- 
ing back of twenty or more vears tn the 
history of the city is certain to prove 
profitably entertaining. 

“In those days,’ began Mr. Vernoy, 
gazing reminiscently at the faded pHoto- 
graph before him, ‘‘the life of raliroad men 
was what might proper' be called strenu- 
ous. What with a lot of ex-convicts from 

and other northern etates 
working in the old rolling mills out on

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Marietta street, the Fort McPherson bar- 
racks out on Peters street, goodly num- 
ber of carpetbaggers and lots of travel 
there was something doing every day that 
kept the newspaper men busy writing 
up the things that happened and the 
people most interetsted just as busy keep- 
ing what they wrote from getting into 
print. There waS an enormous amount 
Of business transacted and thie competi- 
thon was fierce. A railroad man simply 
got orders to get thie business and he 
went out and got it. Theat was all there 
was to it umleSs you count some of the 
expense bills of those days which were 
really wonderful works of art and fight- 
ing which was too regular to create much 
excitement. 
Atlanta Was Wide Open. 

“In those days Atlanta was plumb wide 
open and any stranger who was lokmg 
for action on his money got it mighty 
prompt én all kinds of gambling halis. 
Tom Grady’s saloon, over on Alabama 
street, Was a great place for the raii- 
road men in those days, and, if I remem- 
ber mightly, it had a big sign. over the 
top reading, ‘Railroad Exchange.’ Beer 
came from the outside at 10 centg per 
and the man who paid less than 25 cents 
for a glaiss of whisky was looked upon 
‘as being too low down and ornery for 
the ‘best people to associate with. 

“There's a mightly lot of these men in 
this picture who have helped much in 
making Atlanta what she is today and 
there are many, too, who have died, 
but there was a time when every One 
of them was very conspicuous in this 
same territory. 

“T understand that this same corner 
used to be the stamping ground for a 
few of the best of them,’’ remarkei Dis- 
trict Passenger Agent J. C. Beam, Jr., 
who wars an interested listener. 

“Yis, it always has been. The old 
Kimbell house was Standing then and it 
was always the center of things railroad- 
wise with big keno games running down 
staina, ticket offices on the ground floor 
and plenty of business all around the im- 
mediate territory. 

‘‘Let me see. There’s James A. Adair. 
He’s dead now this long time. He was 
ticket agent of the Western and Atlantic 
at the time and wag a prominent At- 
lantan. There's a good many of them 
who are dead when I come to 100k at the 
picture. John Jones, who was with the 
Virginia Midland; Captain Wilson Bal- 
iard, who Was the genera] baggage agent; 
they’re both @ead. Captain Ballard es- 
tablished the first transfer company in 
the city. It was known as the Ballard 


Transfer Company, although I believe the 
Atlanta Transfer Baggage and Cab Com- 
-Ppany was the proper name. 

“Then there was George P. Higmphries, 
who was general southern agent of the

York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. He met

That 
man there was Tim Murphy. He used to 
be chief of police and he wasn't afraid 
of anything in the books. He was the 
passenger agent of the Queen and Cres- 
cent route and the first representative 
they had in the south. 

* *Archie’ Orme was ticket agent in the 
union depot. He was a mighty handsome 
fellow and everybody liked him. Joseph 
Porter was depot polleeman and a great 
favorite. When te died he left his family 
very well provided for. Litt C. Jones was 
freight agenf of the Western and Atlantic 
and a very well-known Atlantan, and 
W. A. Turk was district passenger agent 
of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line, 
better known as the Piedmont Air Tine. 
Every one knows a!!] about Mr. Turk, 
who came to be traffic vassenger agent 
of the Southern and who was s0 well 
liked by everyone who knew him. R. A. 
Billups was passenger agent of the Pied- 
mont Afr Line and-I reckon most every- 
one will remember him. 

Atlantans in the Lot. 

“Then there is A. L. Kontz, who was 
superintendent of the Pullman Car Com- 
pany at that time and has since made 
such a reputation as a financier. Ed Peters 
was ticket agent of the Western and At- 
lantic and at that time was 
with James Adair in the old horse car 
lines. The last T heard of Bill Wimberly 
he was in the coal business. He was as- 
sistant ticket agent of the Western and 
Atlantic at the time the picture was 
taken. 

“Will Ballard was passenger agent of 
the Kennesaw route and the last T heard 
of him he was running steamboats down 
in Florida. ‘Peg’ Williams, as he was 
always called. was traveling passenger 
agent of the Little Rock and Memphis, 
and Jim Malloy was passenger agent of 
the Western and Atlantic. Afterwards 
he returned to his old home in Rochester, 
where he was a noted capitalist the last 
I heard. John P. Slough was the repre- 
sentative of the old Beo line. He was 
always ambitious to be a soldier and he 
sure looked the part. The last I heard 
of him he was in the regular army. 

“There’s Henry Durand. He was doing 
then just what he has been doing ever 
since, feeding the railroad men and being 
considered one of them whenever there 
was anything special doing. Then there 
was A. B. Wrenn. I reckon every one 
will remember him. We used tto call 
him <Ananias Wrenn. and what he 
couldn't do in the way of coloring up 
a beautiful proposition in the wavy of 
conversation didn't amount to much. But 
he was a good man and used to get lots 
of business, which was the game in those 
days.. He was traveling passenger agent 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis. The last I heard of him he was 
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with the Southern Express Company in 
Tampa. 

“What was I doing? Well, I was 
traveling passenger agent of the Georgia 
and Pacific in those days, and I certainly 
haye been in the game long enough t9 
see lots of changes around the olq Kim- 
ball house corner both in the way of 
Strange faces and other ways. . 

“They’re not in the picture, but T. F. 
McCandless was traveling pa ssenger agent 
of the Atlanta and New Orleans Short 
Line, and Mack Pitman, who held the 
same position with the Piedmont Air 
Line, were both in the old crowd. Mack 
was upwards of 7 feet and had lost an 
arm in the Nicaragtfa expedition under 
General Walker, and one of the finest 
looking men I ever saw. Was he a 
Scrapper? Let me,-tell you that any one 
who was looking. for trouble in those 
days didn’t have to go further than the 
Kimball house corner and there were 
plenty of men there who were always 
willing to accommodate such visitors. 

“Did I ever tell you about the time Me- 
Candless who was hustling after business 
hurried down to meet the wife of a 
South Carolina congressman. A lot of us 
were there and we were all trving to 
make good because we were after west- 
ern business and we supposed the con- 
gresinan had considerable influence. Welly 
McCandless met her all right and ushe 
ed her right im to the ladies’ waiting 
room, She had a baby in her arms and 
he asked her if he could not hold it for 
her while she was unloosening her wraps. 
He took the baby and trving to make a 
hit with the mother he uncovered the 
kid’s face and came about as near drop- 
ping it as ever happexed for it was as 
black as the ace of spades. Those were 
the Gays when South Carolina was giv- 
ing lots of color to congress and we didn't 
let up on Mack for a long time. 

“Then there was Bobb Mann who was 
the first ticket scalper. He made two or 
three fortunes and died penniless. Did 
I ever tell yd&@ about the time he was 
shot by Tom McGill, of the Memphis and 
Charleston road? Well, I reekon that will 
have to be another story for No: 36 ig 
coming in and I have got to go down and 
meet her. Drop in some time and 1 wil] 
g0 on looking backward, which {sn't at 
all the Atlanta way, if you think it will 
interest any one.”’ 

And the reporter was left with Mr. 
Beam and Traveling Passenger Agent 
McMullen to draw contrasts of the old 
days when Atlanta was still young and 
all agreed that even if the times had 
changed and many of the older ones had 
died, most of them had left an impres- 
sion on the city of their choice and had 
been responsible for much jn raising the 
metropolis of the southeast from a mags 
of cinders and ashes in the days when 
conflicting factions were enough to try

BOOMS 1N WILD ANIMALS 
AND HOW THEY FLUCTUATE 


HD wild beast trade has its ups 
iy and downs like every other busi- 
ness, says Pearson’s Weekly. Would 
ft gurprise you to know that an animal 
importer would rub his hands and 100K 
pleasant if you asked how chimpanzces 
were booming, but would greet you with 
derision if you inquired anything about 
;lions? For the price of chimpanzees, and 
creatures of the superior ape-tribe, are 
“up” just now, and the majestic lord-of 
the desert is decidedly ‘‘down.” 

Booms in the animal trade are regulat- 
ed by many causes. The prosperity of 
the chimpanzee, and the high prices he 
commands at present, were caused by 
Consul, the educated ape that appeared 
at the music halls until his death re- 
cently. — 

Trained chimpanzees being popular, 
showmen generally have found it neces- 
sary to secure specimens. Consequently, 
the animal imporiér finds that he can 
command higher prices for his goods than 
was the case before the boom. His hun- 
ters. Bbroad have more inducement. t@ 
secure apes, and get higher value for 
them ~wwhen caught. 

Lions, on the other hand, are slack. 
There ig no demand for imported lions. 
The zoos already possess quite sufficient, 
and future generations are amply provia- 
e&@ by those bred, in this country, who 
bave fever seen the desert. * 

The price of lions has dwindled, @or- 


\ 
mously of late years. “wowadays a 
young one will only fetch £20, or a full 
grown one £60, while if he has an ex- 
ceptionally fine mane he will realize 


£100. 

Half a century ago, when zoos were a 
novelty, the prices of these beasts were 
very much larger. But zoos at the pres- 
ent day are self-satisfied bodies who are 
overfed with fine live stock, so makes 
few demands on the importer. Al] they 
Want noWad@ays is rare animals, and for 
these alone are they willing to pay high 
prices. 

Tigers are steady and vary from £60 
to £70, but new ones are scarcely any 
more in demand than lions. 

Camels are desperately bad. In fact, 
it positively does net pay to import 
these interesting beasts. They fetch no 
more than £25, or less than half the 
price of a lion, and cost the importer 
that sum to carry from t he desert to 
London. Lesides, the camel is by no 

ans a pleasant sea passenger, and 


[gives a lot of trouble, besides being a 


great sufferer from seasickness. 

There has been of late years quite a 
boom in giraffes... These beasts have been 
a eause of concern to the trade for 
twenty years, They hail from the Sou- 
dan and Abyssinia, and when the former 
country fell under the sway of Mahdi ia 


1884, closing it to trade, the giraffe prac- 
tically ceased to arrive on our shores. 

Specimens became so rare as to com- 
mand sometimes £!,000 apiece. The Lon- 
don zoo paid £800 for one of their spect- 
mens. The papers boomed giraffes at the 
time, as it was the current opinion in 
the eighties that they were about to joia 
the ranks of extinct monsters. 

Kitchener lowered the prices of giraffes 
by conquering the Soudan. Directly the 
country was thrown .open to hunters 
again, giraffes began to arrive in larger 
numbers. Accordingly, a specimen real- 
ized only £250 up to the time of going 
to press. 

Rhinocer} @ave fluctuated in the same 
way. This particular market kas had 
the ups and downs of a see-saw. 

With the opening up of Africa, large 
quantities of rhinoceroses arrived on our 
shores. At first they fetched ahout-£800 
apiece, and were quite worth an explor- 
er’s while to capture. Too many, how- 
ever, discovered this source of wealth, 
and accordingly, the market became over- 
stocked, and the prices fell. 

Then it became worth nobody's while to 
secure a “rhino,”’ as they were’ too 
cheap. In a few years, therefore, no 
rhinoceroses at all arrived, and up went 
the price again. Once more, they be- 
came a rarity, and once more travelers 
made a bid for them. And so on pro- 
ceeded the “rhino’’ market from up to 
down. 

Elephants are a Yankee monopoly, 
There is practically no trade in import- 
ing them to Britain;’ but the springing 
up of new towns in America, each hav- 
ing its own zoo, and its menagerie, has 
made it profitable to send them to the 
States. Consequently, it pays nobody to 
secure an elephant for the stale and flat 


British market, which only pays £100 
a head for the monsters. 

Crocodiles are simply not worth catch- 
ing, as owing to the glut in the present 
market and the general lack of interest 
in this reptile a specimen fetches only 
from £3 to £5. But a big snake is quite 
a profitable catch for the market. 

A snake 20 feet long, at the time of’ 
writing, fetches £40—that is, £2 a foot. 
This does not mean that snakes are paid 
for by the foot or yard, Itke draperty 
stuffs, but this sum may be taken as the 
average price of a big snake, boa con- 
Strictor, or python. A small snake, tf of 
a rare kind, might, of course, command a 
much higher rate. 

The Kangaroo, boomed about ten years 
ago, when he showed such prowess with 
the gloves as the “box:ng kangaroo.”’ In 
fact, the Kangaroo boom was then what 
the chimpanzee boom is today, 

Beoms in the anima] trade are caused 
by many other causes. Chief among 
these is the fancy of the private collector. 
Thus, Walter Rothschild has practically 
regulated the demand and supply of late 
years. 

This gentleman is a wild anima] enthu- 
siast, and always on the look out for nov- 
elties. When he decides that a certain an- 
imal is wanted the price of that animal 
woes up accordingly, and all other fan- 
tiers have to pay it. The latest boom 
eaused by this enthusiast is in casso- 
waries, of which twenty new specimens 
and two hundred animals have lately 
been imported. 

Another influence on the wild animal 
market is the duke of Bedford, whose 
fancy for deer of every kind, and his 
willingness to pay high prices, has sent

Primate and Premier Give 
Their Views on the 
Question. 


The perennial Sunday observance ques- 
tion has @ropped up again, and thie time 
no less prominent a trio than the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the prime minister. 
and the Rev. Dr. Clifford dre immediately 
concerned, sayg The London Express. “°‘ 
Mr. Balfour, it is reported, plays golf 
on Sunday. The primate’s opinion on 
this conduct has been obtained by a 
correspondent, and given to the world. 
The opinion is @ot satisfactory to non- 
conformists, on whose behalf the Rev. 
Dr. Clifford makes a vigorous retort. 
This is what the primate, through his 
secretary, says in regard to the golf 


tficident: 

Detailed rules*to be adopted by any 
conscientious Christian man with regard 
to the observance of Sunday are, in the 
archbishop’s judgment, a matter for his 
own conscience, as it is certain that the 
Christian church has never laid down de- 
tailed directions, affecting the action of 
individuals In this matter. 

Each of them is respensible to God for 
so using the Lord's day as to fit him 
best for the working days that follow. 
“Very mournful, and likely to do con- 
siderable damage.’’- was Dr. Clifford's 
comment on the above words. 

“The archbishop has lost a great oppor- 
tunity, in which he might have influence1 
the country in favor of a better use of 
the Sunday at a period when the tendency 
throughout British society is strongly 
toward the misuse of the holy day. 
“Already the habits of the people are 
tending more ard more to the disregard 
of Sunday as a day of ‘real rest and 
recreation. They are making it into a 
day of excitement, sport, and enervating 
pleasure-seeking. 

“I do not advocate a puritanical atti- 
tude In the matter. So long as the work- 
ers give their labor voluntarily, I see no 
harm in Sunday opening of museums. 
bands in the parks, and so on. Such 
recreations in themselves are healthy and 
innocent. Breathing in the parks the 
fresh air of a summer Sunday cannot. be 
otherwise than beneficial. : 

“What ve do object to are active 
Sports, such as ¢ycling and boating; thaf 
is to say, exhausting pleasure-seeking, 
which sends the worker back to his work 
on Monday tired instead of refreshed. 

“I féel sure that many laymen of the 
Anglican church wil] say that what the 
primate ought to have given us was some- 
thing to heighten our conception on Sun- 
day, not to lower it. 

“As for Mr. Balfour, a man Yccupying 
his position ought to recognize the in- 
fluence of his actions upon others, and 
should ask himself whether such an ex- 
ample as p'aying golf on Sundays is the 
best sort of influence to exert in our day, 
with society's inclinations as they are.”’ 

Sir William Treloar, as president of the 
National Sunday League, is naturally 
closely interested in the question of Sun- 
day observance. 

Discussing the topic yesterday with an 
Express representative, Sir William said:

“I would point out that many people 
lose sight of fhe great @iange that has 
come over the habits of the multitude in 
our great cities.

up the market considerably. He has paid 
so much as £150 for a specimen. 

Then some young man of means will 
perhaps take a fancy to keep bears, 
wolves, ostriches, or some other odd pet. 
He offers certain prices, and thus fixes 
the market value. A full-grown ostrich 
at present fetches £40. 

A boom, bet one which is not at all 
liked by the beast trade, is sometimes 
blown up by surgical experimenters of 
such bodies as the Pasteur institute. 
Orang-outang are at present in demand 
by these scientists, for purposes of in- 
Ooculftion, at from £20 to £100 aplece, 
but the importer who, after all, is a 
lover of animals, does not like to sell 
them for such uses. 

Antelopes boomed some years ago as 4 
result of the attractive pictures of them 
to be seen in illustrated weeklies, and 
their popularity sent up the price of the 
beautiful creatures. 

But the wailld animal trade fs not what 
it was. In the opinion of Mr. Jamrach, 
the well known importer, too many re- 
strictions are placed by the government 
on their importation. 

“Why, he eaid, “it's scarcely worth 
while importing them into Britain. 
There's little space to store them, and 
besides that, they often take cold and 
die as a result of the climate. _You can- 
not doctor a wild animal suffering in that 
way. as drugs and such things only act 
on civilized animals, just as they do on 
civilized men. It’s no good offering them 
to a wild beast or to a savage man. 

“Save our private customers, there is 
little business to be done in big ani- 
mals. Nowadays, all the trade goes to 
America, and instéad of, as in bygone 
Gays, American cargoes having to come 
through London, they are now shtpped 
direct to American ports. 

“Then people are so cantankerous. In 
the old days, if a few monkeys escaped, 
and got loose in the east end, people 
treated it as a joke, and helped to cap- 
ture them and bring them back. Now if 
anything of the kind happens, the im- 
porter is instantly prosecuted. 

“Ten apes got away the other day, and 
perhaps they did knock over a few ornu- 
ments, or break an occasional window, a 
damage of a few shillings at the outside. 
Yet we were at once summoned, and made 
to pay ten times the real damage. 

“Yes, the wild beast trade is not what 
it was.” 

And P. W., having been told that he 
could purchase a pet bear for £8—less 
than he might have to pay for a mere 
dog—retreated, agreeing.

We had left Tucoma

The Author of “The Grafters.”’ 
Francis Lynde, the author. of ‘The 


Grafters,” has a unique distinction among 
modern novelists. He does not claim to 
be a born writer. He began life after a 
slight education in the railroad shops and 


dm the course of years worked steadily, 


slowly up in his business. But he says 
that his heart was never in it. In a 
hotel writing room @ne night he wrote a 
short story. 
came promptly back, without a word be- 
sides the printed slip. Many another suf- 
fered a like fate. But he had begun—he 
liked it and stuck to, it. 

Assuming this new vocation when he 
was 35 years old, uc ene advice of a very 
kind friend he spent the first years in 
study. He wrote constantly, as he says, 
to learn how. He succeeded, not through 
brilliant moments, but by hard labor. He 
Tound while he qwas succeediNg that he 
longed for the quiet of the country— 
away from the city home in Chattanooga 
—so he went. He lives at St. Elmo Sta- 
tion up on Lookout mountain. The morn- 
ing finds him in his study regularly; the 
afternoon finds hrm busy on his farm as 
an amateur carpenter or stonemason— 
anything, so it is work, and he is accom- 
plishing something, 

Mr. Lynde is a lay. reader in the Episco- 
pal church, and the little outside mission 
is his recreation. Among his neighbors 
he is known, not as an author, but as a 
brother mechanist who has retired and is 
comfortable in his little home. 

Mr. Lynde is of Puritan ancestry and 
was born in Lewiston, N. Y., in 1856. 
He published several novels, but without 
great success, until ‘‘The Master of Ap- 
pleby’’ appeared in 1902. This was a 
revolutionary tale of the Carolinas and 
was so full of dramatic interest and spir- 
ited action that it attracted favorable no- 
tice from the public and the critics every- 
where. Into his new book, ‘‘The Graft- 
ers,"’ Mr. Lynde has put the results of his 
practical experience in the railroad ser- 
vice. Probably no man in the’ country 
has a more thorough acquaintance with 
this service than he, for he has been in 
every department of it. He knows more 
about locomotives than Mr. Kipling— 
which is saying a good deal. And he 
knows more about politics than Tammany 
committeemen, which is saying even 
more.
